A Sleepy Butcher and a Slow Horse 
Nearly Caused a Big Wreck on 
the Elevated Tracks and the 
Butcher Was Arrested.

horse, and raced with death on the elevated | 


railroad tracks last night. 

The butcher won the race, but the mar- 
gin was narrow. 

Apparently as unconcerned as though he 
were plodding along a shady country lane 
on a summer day, Kroeber drove his horse 
upon the tracks. Onlookers cried out a 
warning, but the meat merchant heeded 
not, if he heard. 

All the way from Carr street to®Washing- 
ton avenue, the old wagon thumped over 
the ties. When the tired horse stumbled,

stem of his old cob pipe and between puffs 
of smoke muttered incoherent eurses. 

It is said that the butcher was under 
the influence of liquor. 

Though slow in the beginning, the race 
had a swift and thrilling finish, for a 
Burlington freight thundered its approach 
just a little way behind. As the engineer 
turned on more steam and the wheels re- 
volved quicker and quicker, the noise 
came closer and thé butcher seemed to 
realize that death was crowding upon him, 
and he aroused from his dreamlike com- 
placency. 

He stood upright tn his wagon and plied 
the whip vigorously upon the bony old 
horse. Nearer came the train. Harder 
did the butcher whip the animal. The 
horse was lashed into madness. He reared 
and plunged forward, causing the wagon 
to bound along like a chariot in a circus 
race, 

Spectators on the ground below looked on 
in agonizing suspense. Visions of an awful 
wreck and loss of life confronted them. 

But they could do nothing, and they were 
too much terrified to act, even though 
they could have reached out a thelping 
hand. 

When the butcher finally treajized his 
critical position, he was wild with terror. 
His mingled cries and curses rose high 
above the shouts of the spectators and the 
roar of the train. 

liomer Graham, station master, heard 
the noise. He ran along the tracks and 
grasped the situation at a glance. But he 
did not become excited. With that presence 
of mind which qualifies men for tra:n serv- 
ice, the station master flagged the freight 
train that was rumbling aiong so closely 
in the rear of Butcher Kroeber. Then he 
wells, hie attention to a train that he 
knew was coming on a parallel track from 
the opposite direction. 

This was a danger of which the reckless 
German knew not, for in the excitement 
he had taken notice only of the train that 
was chasing him. 

The train in the rear stopped but little 
more than an engine's length behind 
Kroeber's vehicle. 

While Station Master Graham flagged the 
trains other railroad employes grabbed the 
bridle of the horse and stopped the wagon 
so abruptly that Kroeber was almost 
thrown out. 

The trains waited while the railroad men 
and half a dozen policemen took the Ger- 
man with his horse and wagon off of the 
tracks. 

Policeman Dowling arrested Kroeber and 
locked him up at the Fourth District Sta- 


tion ona charge of trespassing. 


Kroeber lives at 2225 South Second street. 
He says he doesn’t know how he happened 
to drive upon the elevated tracks. 

Old time railroad men look upon Kroe- 
ber’s wild drive as a thrilling experience.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The President 
and Mrs. McKinley and party reached 
Washington on their return from the West 
at 2:30 o'clock this afternoon and were 
driven at once to the White House. All were 
in excellent health and spirits. Soon after 
their arrival the President walked through 
the several executive offices and shook 
hands with the clerks at their desks. The 
trip home from Pittsburg was uneventful. 

Republican party leaders are eminently 
gratified at the results they feel certain will 
follow the tour of President McKinley. They 
attach great significance to the size of the 
crowds that greeted him wherever stopg 
were made. Confidence has been instilled 
into the sinking hearts, and the party man- 
agers again take hope that the results in 
November wil! not be so disastrous to their 
party as had been feared, The President is 
pleased with the ovations and demonstra- 
tions en route. 

So well pleased are the party bosses that 
arrangements have been made for another 
“swing around the circie,’’ to take in New 
Jersey, where the President will go to visit 
Vice-President Hobart and Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs; then New York, where he goes 
to visit Secretary Bliss; through Connecti- 
cut to Massachusetts, where he will visit 
| Secretary Long. 
| From statements made by parties on the 
i presidential train it appears that the Pres- 
| iden was disappointed deeply at the man- 
ner he was received in Cincinnati. There 
‘was no demonstration In the Union Station, 
'no cheering, no committees of reception, 
and, of course, no speech by the President. 
This apparent indifference in the great city 
of Cincinnati, when vast crowds greeted 
the President at small villages and towns, 
was due to several causes. 

In the first place only fifteen minutes 
time had been allowed to Cincinnati in the 
or.ginal schedule of the trip. This was to 
be early in the afternoon. Late Thursday 
it was announced that this fifteen minutes 
would come later in the day, the exact time 
not fixed. A further complication arose 
rom the fact that the train was to be 
transferred here from the Cincinnati, Ham- 
iliton & Dayion to the Baltimore & Ohio 
southwestern. The natural place _ (for 
transfer is at the junction on Mill Creek— 
an accessible po'nt for a crowd. Thus 
there was no public knowledge either of 
the time or place for the reception. 

Meantime the Chamber of Commerce 
had appointed a Committee of Reception, 
with its President, Robert West; ex-Presi- 
dent McAllister, Gen. A. Hickenlooper and 
J A. Schmidlapp as members. Superinten- 
dent Murray of the Chamber of Commerce 
wired Thursday for snecific information of 
the time and place for the committee to 
reach the President’s train, desiring to give 
notice to the public. No answer to this 
message was received, though efforts were 
made all day Friday to secure one.

WANT ONLY ONE INSPECTION. 


Fair-Minded German Citizens Have a 
New Plan of Inspection. 
BERLIN, Oct. 22—An American diplomat- 
ist, who is in a position to know the inside 
facts in the case, discussing the German 
proposition to practically exclude American 
meat products from Germany, said: “It 
is understood that there is danger of any 
meat inspection to exclude American prod- 
ucts under sanitary pretexts. The Agrt- 
cultural Department will present a bill to 
Congress, if American products are at- 
tacked, providing for the sanitary Inspec- 
tion of adulterations of German wines and 
the dangerous colors used in toys and 
woolens, etc., and of the adulterations in 
dyes, chemicals and other such products. 
Many Americans hold that German im- 
ports require careful sanitary inspection in 
both countries. Their representatives at 
Berlin and Washington are anxious about 
everything to avert retallatory bills, but 
there Is good reason to suppose they will 
be entirely unsuccessful if the Reichstag 
passes a law of inspection which is a vir- 
tual prohibition, or if the present sys- 


tem is continued, 

‘Moderate men on both sides strongly de- 
sire a bill providing for a thorough in- 
spection, thus avo ding unnecessary and 
vexatious local inspections of the same 
meat. If the United States first inspected 
German tmports and the different State 
Governments of America reinspected them, 
and they were afterwards inspected by 
the different American municipa) authori- 
ties for a third time that would be pre- 
cisely the condition of affairs American 
meat now has to face in Germany.”

IROSEBERY AN ALLIANCE 


MAN. 


Destiny of England and America, He 
Says, Is to Act Together. 


PERTH, Scotland, Oct. 22.—Lord Rose- 
bery, the Libera] leader and former Pre- 
mier, in receiving the freedom of the city 
of Perth to-day, referred in the most cor- 
dial terms to the good understanding be- 
tween “Great Britain and our kinsmen in 


the United States.’’ 

Continuing, the speaker said he believed 
the whole history of the ill-feeling which 
existed was one vast misunderstanding. 

“Since 1779, by the madness of one Gov- 
ernment and the want of wisdom of an- 
other, Great Britain has waged (wo wars 
against the United States, in neither of 
which were we conspicuously successful. 
But, throughout my life, I have never been 
cognizant of an unfriendly feeling in this 
country toward the United States. 

“On the other hand, the Americans, in 
whose territory the wars were fought and 
whose recollection was most painful, have 
alwuys had a sense of abiding soreness. 
But I am glad to say that, after more than 
a century of misunderstanding, the United 
States has discovered that we are not ene- 
mies, but friends. (Cheers.) 

“I could not but believe that when they 
realized the position they would see that it 
Was a great future before the two great 
nations going hand in hand, and that it

A few days after the letter the Rev. Mr. 
Thompson appeared in Sandwich and called 
upon the Rev. J. M. Lewis, pastor of the 
<‘ongregational Church, presenting a letter 
of introduction. Mr. Lewis received him 
with open arms. In their conversations 
Jor. Thompson showed a wonderful knowl- 
edge of church matters. He spent the night 
at Mr. Lewis’ home, and in the morning 
that unsuspecting individual § introduced 
him at the bank, where he drew $300 on 
the check already in the bank's possession. 
The bank forwarded the check to its Chi- 
cago correspondent and the forgery was 
discovered. Investigation showed there 
was no Lucas County Savings Bank in To- 
ledo; that the Rev. Mark Thompson was 
not known there and that the letters were 
all forgeries. 

The matter was reported to Pinkerton’s 
Detective Agency by the American Bank- 
ers’ Association.

The laborers begin as young girls assist- 
ing the men, and heaven only knows how 
much they earn. They do the fetching 
and carrying, bringing beer and tools, 
clearing up after the men’s work is over. 

In time they take their places as able 
bodied laborers on buildings and public 
works in digging drains and laying pipe 
and pavements. 

Degraded to the level of the roughest 
men, these women pass days of unremit- 
ting toil. Their arms are bare, their heads 
covered by folded kerchiefs, tied under ths 
ch.n. A little pad of cloth on the top of 
the head keps the tub of mortar from 
bruising the scalp. The woman laborer 
wears a rough waist, free and loose; a skirt 
not much below the Knee; no stockings, 
and low-heeled shoes, of the sabot order. 

And then there are the idie, iounging offi- 
cers, who strut and swagger through the 
streets or sit lounging in the cafes ogling 
the ladies as they pass, kill:ng time, since 
there is no other slaughter to be done, 
with soldiers to wait upon them, so that 
their idie hours may not be burdened by 
any work heavier than turning the files of 
the comic papers.

PINGREE FIGHTS ALONE

THE PROMISED ADMINISTRATION 
SUPPORT IS LACKING. 


OFFICEHOLDERS AID BURROWS. 


Michigan’s Governor Has Instructed 
His Followers to Vote for Dem- 
ocrats if Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The adminis- 
tration will make no effort to assist Gov. 
Pingree in his campaign. In fact, it 1s 
stated that Senator Hanna and other infiu- 
ential Republicans have given the word tu 
cut Pingree tickets in favor of the Legis- 
lature. 

At the beginning of the campeign it was 
stated that the Governor would have the 
support of the administration in his fight 


axainst the re-election of Senator Burrows. 

When Secretary Alger entertained the 
Governor during his stay in this city it 
was announced that upon the resignation 
of Secretary of State Day, Col. John Hay, 
Ambassador to Great Britain, would as- 
sume the Secretaryship of State and Sena- 
tor MaMillan of Michigan would be se- 
lected to fill the vacancy. Secretary Alger 
then wished to come to the Senate and 
without concillating Pingree this was im- 
possible. Gov. Pingree returned to his 
State and immediately began an active 
campaign against re-election of Burrows. 
The latier had many dime Dds, the most in- 
fluential of whom he had appointed to Fe1- 
eral offices. It is of these people that Gov. 
Pingree is now complaining to the Presi- 
dent. 

The fight dates back to the calling of 
an extra session of the State Legislature 
to pass the Atchison bill to tax railroads. 
Senators McMillan and Burrows succeeded 
in defeating the bill by use of federal pat- 
ronage. State Senator Wescott, had been 
promised the position of Supervising In- 
spector of Steam Vessels, W. R. Bates, was 
to be United States Marshal for Detro!t 
and W. D. Gordon, then Speaker of the 
Lower House in the Legislature, was prom- 
ised the United States District Attorney- 
ship for Detroit, providing the bill was 
defeated. As an evidence of good faith, 
the President made the nomination and 
sent them to the Senate. Here, McM'llan 
and Burrows had them held up until after 
the defeat of the Atchison railroad tax 
bill. Gov. Pingree claims that it was 
through the efforts of Senator Burrows 
that his political measure had been killed, 
and vowed vengeance. He has instructed 
voters to elect Democrats rather than men 
who will vote for re-election of Burrows.

The Duchess of Aosta ts the third woman 
of high rank to demonstrate the efficacy of 
Dr. Schenck‘s treatment. The first wag the 
Archduchess Frederick of Austria, the sec- 
ond the Countess of Warwick. The child 
born to-day may one day be King of Italy. 
Should this come to pass a plan of revenge 
against the Pope long cherished by the 
Duchess of Aosta, and for the realization 
of which she consulted Dr. Schenck, would 
be fulfilled. The Duke of Aosta is next 
heir to the throne after the Prince of Na- 
ples, and his son, of course, inherits his 
rights. The Pope opposed the marriage of 
the beautiful Princess Helene d’OUrleans to 
the Duke of Aosta. That a Princess of this 
family should be-the mother of a prob- 
able Italian King, who typifies disobedience 
to the Holy See, was very painful. The 
Duchess of Aosta never forgot this. Be- 
sides, it was the second time she had been 
crossed by the Pope. 

She was in love with the English Duke of 
Clarence who died, and he returned her 
love. The Pope absolutely forbade her to 
think of marrying the Duke of Clarence, 
though {t !s altogether unlikely that the 
Duke, on his side, could have persuaded 
hie family and the statesmen of England 
to consent to such an alilance 

Disappointed in love, only ambition was 
left to the Princess. To satisfy this she 
married the Duke of Aosta, who was then 
looked upon as the heir apparent of the 
Italian throne, since the Crown Prince was 
not strong, and apparently had no notion 
of matrimony. 

The betrothal of the Prince of Naples to 
the Montenegro beauty was a bitter dis- 
appointment to the Duchess.

FEVER CAUSES MUCH CAUTION, 


Marine Hospital Service Extends Time 
of Maritime Quarantine. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Acting Surgeon 
General Bailhache of the Marine Hospital 
Service to-day ordered the extension of the 
maritime quarantine service until Nov. 15. 
The action is of a precautionary nature and 
designed to avoid any possibility of entry 
of yellow fever from the ports in the West 
Indies. The regular inspection period hére- 
tofore has been from May 1 to Nov.1, but 
the 15 days at the close as well as antedat- 
ing the season last spring by beginning 
April 1 are felt to be meacures of caution 
necessary because of the unusual spread 

of the fever this year. 

The teiegraphic reports of yesterday’s de- 
velopments In Mississippi show 13 new cases 
of fever, of which 7 are at Jackson. The 
eurgeon in charge at Jackson has tele- 
graphed that all the State quarantines were 
raised at 6 o’clock yesterday evening.

Prick- 
ett. 

The report cites the sending of $50,000 on 
August 12, 188, to Jule L. Prickett for the 
purchase of bank stock which is now ab- 
eolutely worthless.

Secretary Wilsen Says It Is 
Certain to Rise. 


CROOKES’ THEORY 
IS ALL WRONG.

NO DANGER THAT THE SUPPLY 
WILL NOT EQUAL THE

FIELDS OF AMERICA 
ARE VERY PRODUCTIVE. 


If Put to the Pinch, the United States 
Could Produce 200,000,000 
Bushels More Than It 
Does Now. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Traveling on the 
train of the United States through the 
fields of Iowa a few days ago I talked 
with the Secretary of Agriculture about the 
prediction of Sir William Crookes of En- 
giand, that in a few years the world’s pro- 
duction of wheat will be unequal to the 
world’s demand, and we shall have to turn 
to artificial food products for sustenance, 
Secretary Wilson says Prof. Crookes is all 
wrong and there is no cause to fear that 
the wheat supply will give out, 

“Crookes' theory,” sald Secretary Wil- 
son, “is based on the belief that the fields 
of America are losing their productiveness 
because they are giving us only 12 bushels 
to the acre, That i@a mistake. The fields 
of Iowa could produce 2 bushels to the 
acre if the farmers could afford to sow 
them in wheat. Iowa alone could produce 
30,000,000 or 40,000,000 bushels of wheat, 50 
could Illinois, But the farmer of Iowa 
finds it more profitable to sow his fields in 
something that will make meat in his herds 
or flocks or milk for his dairy. It is only 
the ploneer who can afford to grow wheat, 
and his tand is not the most productive. 
That is the reason the average of preduc- 
tion is so low. Put the price of wheat at 
$1 and the lowa farmer will cultivate it.’ 


“What could the United States produce 
at a pinch?” I asked. 
“A couple of hundred million bushels 


more than it does now. Crookes’ theory 
is like that of Malthus. who lived a hun- 
dred years ago. He ciaimed that population 
increased in geometrical ratio and produc- 
tion in arithmetica] ratio and that in a 
certain time population wou.d be out of 
proportion to production and the world 
would starve. He wrote a book to prove 
this, but time has shown that he was all 
wrong. You can't base any theory on pop- 
ulation because it does not follow any rule, 
As men grow rich they are less likely to 
have large families. In the rich quarter 
of the town you.will find few chiidren. In 
the half-starved quarter they are few. 
Among the common people you will find 
many children and in the comntey they 
have large families. The increase of popu- 
lation is governed by conditions. In France 
there is no increase of population and there 
has not been for some years. 

“The annual production of wheat in the 
United States will be about 660,000,000 bueh- 
els this year. The commercial agencies 
make it 700,000,000, but we don’t agree w.th 
that estimate. We have 10 agents in the 
field to their one and we won't do any 
gueesing ahead at this time of year to 
please any one. I have no doubt the people 
who want to buy wheat would like to have 
us make a big estimate, but we won't do it. 
The wheat crop of the wor!d is going to be 
splendid this year. But it_finds us with 
empty bins and no reserve. For that reason 
I believe the price of wheat wil go higher. 


“Another thing the theorists about crop 
conditions don’t consider,’’ said the Secre- 
tary, “is the improvement in methods of 
production, which is being spread amon 
the farmers every pear by the Agricultura 
Department and through the agricultural 
colleges. The farmer is learning every year 
how to get more out of his land. He is 
learning, for example, how to conserve the 
water supply. Irrigation is going to make 
fertile some of our barren land, but only 
so far as the water supply will go. We can 
dam the rivers whose waters are now go- 
ing to waste and store up some against a 
future need. But more than that, we can 
make fertile now without irrigation land 
which a few years ago would have been 
called a desert. Sclence shows that soil 
needs no more than six inches of rain to 
mate it productive. All else that falls on 
it is evaporated. If six inches of rain fell 
ina day much of it would evaporate in the 
natura] course and only a small part would 
remain. But the farmer to-day ¢epreads 
dust over his newly watered field and so 


| keeps the moisture from disappearing. Be- 


sides, we are investigating constantly to 
find what kinds of grain will grow best in 
certain climates with a view to increasing 
production. I have a man in Russia now 
getting seeds for experimental planting in 
this country.” 

When Secretary Wilson took charge of the 
Agricultural Department he undertook a 
number of investigations through spec'al 
agents. He tells me that eighteen months’ 
experience of the department has proved 
the entire correctness of his ideas. 

“Wo have proved te the people of Eng- 
land,”’ he said, “‘that we can send them the 
best dairy products they bheve ever seen. 
Just now we are introducing American but- 
ter and cheege into China and Japan.” 


“Do you think the Chinese can be per- 
suaded to eat our butter?” 

“Certainly. They don't eat any butter 
now, but when they have tried !t they will 
want tt. as they will want our meats and 
other food products. Give a man something 
good to eat and you cultivate a taste for it. 
The Chinese will take our butter and in 
time our cheese. You must remember, too, 
that not all of the people of China are 
ratives of that country.” 

Mr. Wilson's etatistician, John Hyde, saye 
that the total production of corn in the 
I’nited States last year was 1,902.967.933 
hushels, or more than 16 per cent less than 
the yeld of the year before, while the 
area of production was almost a million 
acres less. Yet, in Spite of these facts. on 
the basie of the farm price, the net value 
of that decreased crop was more than ten 
millions of dollars greater than the big 
erop of 189%. Of course the crop of 189 is 
‘fhe largest on record and the crop of 1897 
has only been exceeded tn the history of 
this country sis different years, 

The experts cla'm that these facts Indil- 
cate more than proof of the oft-made state- 
ment that a lesser crop {s more profitable 
than a greater. They show a stronger, a 
wider and a constantly developing market 
for American cereals than commparatively 
few of the sharp-eyed people of this coun- 
try realize.

TOMPKINSVILLE, Ky., Oct. 22.—News 
has reached here of the lynching of Arch 
Baur, colored, who committed an assault 
on and attempted to murder Annie Mor- 
rison, oldest daughter of Henry Morrison, 
a prominent farmer of Cumberland County. 

The erime was committed at the Morri- 
son house yesterday afternoon about 3 
eo’ clock. 

The members of the Morrison household 
were visiting in the neighborhood, except 
the eldest daughter, who remained at home 
to eare for the house. Baur, unnoticed, 
went direct to Morrison's home. Miss Mor- 
rison screamed for help when he entered, 
but no one was near enough to hear her, 
though the house was close to one of the 
most frequented public roads, 

She fought the flend with desperation, 
but ihe negro drew a plece of sharp tron, 
ctriking ner two or three blows on the 
head, and inflicting wounds that may 
prove fatal. He fied, believing his victim 
dead, 

When the neighbors learned of the hor- 
rible deed they formed a mob and pursued 
the negro with bloodhounds. They tratied 
him to a small cabin within five miles of 
where the crime was committed. The door 
was quickly broken down. The negro, hear- 
ing the noise, tried to make his escape 
through a window, but failed. 

When they entered he begged for mercy, 
but a noose rope waa quickly thrown over 
his head and about his neck, and he was 
dragged more dead than alive to the woods, 
where the rope was tos*ed over the limb 
of a tree and ne was hauled into the alr, 
and the life remaining soon passed out of 
his body. 

The lynchers left the body and disap- 
peared. Eight bullet holes were found in 
the body this morning.

Nettie Taylor Acquitted of 
Murderin First Degree. 


HER RAPTUROUS JOY 
WHEN SHE WAS FREED. 


A WOMAN’S INTENSE ANXIETY 
FOLLOWED BY SHOUTS 
OF PLEASURE. 


HAD BEEN ACCUSED OF 
POISONING HER HUSBAND. 


Thomas Shackleford, With Whom She 
Was Jointly Indicted, Has 
Been Sentenced to Be 
Executed. 


Nettie Taylor, the negress who was ar- 
rested a year ago for alleged complicity 
in the poisoning of her husband, George 
W. Taylor, left the Four Courts yesterday 
afternoon free and happy, saved from the 
jall-yard gallows. 

A jury in Judge Talty's court, at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, declared the woman 
not guilty. She had been on trial three 
days indicted for murder in the first de- 
gree. 

The acquittal came as @ surprise to 
court-room spectators and possibly 60 to 
the woman herself, for when she heard 
the verdict she looked up in ae dazed, 
dreamy way, as if she did not quite under- 
stand what it meant. 

Judge Talty helped her out. 

“That means that you are free; that you 
may go wherever you like,’ he explained. 

For at least 60 seconds the negress eat 
motionless in her chair. The whites of her 
eyes rolled to and fro and the pupils were 
widely dilated. A startling, strange look 
covered her yellow face. A _ nolseless 
crowd of white and blacks lboked on, 

The woman seemed to be under a spell. 

But that spell, whatever it was, sgon 
relaxed. She sprang to her feet and in 
the rich, mellow tone characteristic of her 
race, exclaimed: 

“Bless Gawd, an’ bless ’em good jury- 
mens.’”’ 

Simultaneous with this exclamation the 
acquitted negress clapped her hands joy- 
fully and was on the verge of still wilder 
demonstration when Judge Talty sald: 

“Order must be preserved.”’ 

Deputy Sheriff Max Ruler was by the 
He laid his hand quietly upon her and told 
her to keep quiet. 

A dozen or more negroes had forged for- 
ward from the rear of the court room to 
hear the verdict. 

“Come on and go home, you are a free 
woman,” said a clerical looking darkey. 

The summons was obeyed and a minute 
later, the woman was out in the corridor, 
incoherently mingling random sentences 
from old fashioned campmeeting songs 
with cries and shouts, handshaking and 
other demonstrations of joy. 

“It am de will o' de Mastah,” knowingly 
suggested an old biack mammy, whose joy 
found vent in a flow of tears. 

With upturned eyes, as if in prayer, and 
with her hands clasped across her breast, 
the negress was at last led away from the 
dismal old building that had held her pris- 
oner for nearly a twelvemonth., 

She had escaped the hangman's trap, 
which had stood waiting for her only a few 
feet from the cell she occupied when in 
jail, and on which two men—Thomas- 
chuetz and Thompson—had been executed 
within her hearing. 

While Nettie Taylor left the Four Courts 
almost overcome with joy Thomas W. 
Shackelford, negro, paced the jail floor, 
anx‘ously inquiring for details of the ac- 
quittal, He wa@ intensely interested, for 
he was jointly indicted with the Taylor 
woman, and on separate trial a few months 
ago he was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged. His case is now pending in. the 
Supreme Court, and it is believed that the 
acquittal of hie alleged accomplice may 
have a favorable bearing upon his case. 

The Tavlor woman is spare of butld, 
weazen-faced awd copper-colored. Although 
scarcely of middie age, she is typically 
ante-bellum in general characteristics, and 
has all of the negro superstitions. Consid- 
ering who she is, she bore the strain of 
her three days’ trbal remarkably well.

With France, He Says, 
Would Result in Her Victory 
in Fifteen Days.

NDBW YORK, Oct. 22.—“In case of war be- 
tween England and France, the French 
fleet would last about fifteen days. That 
is my opinion as to the euperbority of Eng- 
lish-speaking people. Snch a war would 
be entirely on the eea, and I think ea 
couple of weeks would finish up the French 
navy.”’ 

Thus spoke Gen. William R. Shafter to- 
day, in conversation with e Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

“What do you think of the political situ- 
ation in New York?” 

‘“T am a Republican,” replied 
Shafter, but I do not think en army officer 
should talk local politics. I have not 
voted for about thirty years. A high army 
officer should not go too deeply into poli- 
tics, because he may have to carry out 
the orders of a man whose election he has 
strongly opposed.”

“I think not,’ replied the General, “there 
are 150,000 Spanish soldiers In Cuba, and 
the question of removing them is 6 big 
one, Of course, if they didnt want to go,

jards are cut off from Spain and could get 
i of any sort from home. 

‘“\@ e will be no trouble, I think, with 
the Cubans.

‘I do not look at the Philippine question 
with the eye of a statesman. I regard it 
with the eye of a soldier, who naturally 
hates to give up anything that has been 
obtained by fighting. I believe there ts on 
the islands a race of little black men who 
have never been whipped yet and are ter- 
rible fellows to fight. The question of deal- 
ing with those natives may prove a dif- 
ficult one, but this is certain—we ought not 
to give the islands back to Spain. 

‘*‘As to the trouble between England and 
France, I believe in the English-speaking 
or Saxon. He will outlast any one 
else as 1 fighter. 
“The nreace negotiations in Paris will end 

our @aining precisely what we want. 
With Spain penniless and without a fleet, 
what can she do? 

‘When Toral surrendered I sent In my 
dispatch a sentence reading; ‘I believe 
this ends the war,’ but at Washington they 
cut that remark out, thinking I was too 
tanguine. It did end the war, however, 
and {t is completely over to-day, never to 
be renewed.”’

German Court Presents a 
Story Almost Past Belief. 


FARMER AND FAMILY 
WERE THE VICTIMS. 


THEY THOUGHT THEY WERE IN 
COMMUNICATION WITH A 
DEAD DAUGHTER. 


MAIN CONSPIRATOR SENT 
TO THE PENITENTIARY. 


Letters Produced in Evidence Showed 
Receipts Said to Have Been 
Signed in Heaven for All 
the Victims Were Worth. 


BERLIN, Oct. 2.—An almost incredible 
instance of Nineteenth century supérst!- 
tion and gullibility comes from:-the town 
of Kempton, Bavaria, where a married 
couple named Wohlfahrt have been sen- 
tenced to imprisoment after having been 
conviced of an extraordinary series of 
frauds on a well-to-do farmer and his wife 
living near by, whose daughter, Cres- 
cence, recently died. 

The Wohlfahrts persuaded the farmer 
and his wife to believe that their daughter 
Agnes Wohlfahrt, received frequent visits 
from the Virgin Mary who told her that 
Crescence was not in Heaven but in pur- 
gatory. They further impressed upon the 
parents of Crescence that Agnes could ar- 
range their daughter's release from pur- 


gatory if the farmer paid 3000 marks. 

The father paid the money and a little 
later Agnes was alleged to nave received 
the news that Crescence had been mar- 
ried to an angel and wished to have her 
dowry sent to her together with 1000 
marks. Then Crescence was supposed to 
have given birth to a baby and the far- 
mer gave more money to the Wohlfahrts. 
In short, the farmer was finally ruined, 
but news of the affair reached the author- 
ities and the Wohlfahrts were arrested. 
During the proceedings in court 52 letters 
which Agnes Wohlfahrts was said to have 
received from the Virgin Mary, were pro- 
duced, and the Public Prosecutor read a 
receipt “from the Mother of Christ’ for 
150 marks. Another document was a letter 
of thanks for a sack of potatoes, and still 
another was an acknowledgment of re- 
ceipts of 2500 marks, which said that all 
the angels in Heaven blew their trumpets 
when the money arrived. It was also de- 
veloped during the court proceedings that 
Agnes actualiy gave the farmer a eofa, 
a miik loaf and other things which she 
declared she had received trom Heaven, 
while the farmer’s wife personally baked 
a fine tart for the Virgin Mary. 

Frau Wohlfahrt, as the arma spirit in 
the frauds, was sentenced to two years 
imprisonment, 


TWO NOTABLE DINNERS. 


One to Gen. Miles and Together They

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Two notable pub- 
lic dinners will be given here next month.

The cost of these 
two dinners will be $18,000, and all that 
fine art in cooking and table decoration, 
as well as after dinner oratory, will be 
done to make them notable. If the Peace 
(Commission has completed its work by 
that time the Chamber's dinner will be 
turned into a peace jubilee, and, with an 
honorable treaty signed, the Spanish colors 
for the first time this year will be draped 
among the flags of all nations in the decor- 
ation of a New York restaurant.

For Two Weeks the Commission Has 
Been Laboring and Has Not Got 
Beyond the First Article 
of the Protocol. 


PARIS, Oct. 22.—The United States Peace 

Commission held two sittings to-day to 
consider the voluminous communication 
presented yesterday by the Spanish com- 
missioners. 

This new proposition of the Spaniards 
looks to a compromise between the refusal 
of the Amertcans to assume any of the 
Cuban debt and the Spaniards holding that 
the United States should assume it wholly. 

The terms of yesterday’s proposal are 
obviously unknown, save to the commis- 
sioners. The American commissioners will 
reply to the communication at Monday’s 
joint session, and an extended argument 
will then follow and will carry the matter 
possibly over to another meeting. 

The Spanish Commissioners’ evidently 
wish to prevent any definite etep being 
taken until an Anglo-French crisis de- 
velops, for an outbreak of war would af- 
ford a chance for — delay in com- 
pleting the treaty. ey are presuming on 
the courtesy and generosity of the Amer- 
ican Commissioners, who have treated 
their dilatory tactics with undue consider- 
ation. 

The statement !s again made that the 
Philippine question has not yet been con- 
sidered by the Commissioners. 

Thus far, there have been seven joint ses- 
sions, four of which have been devoted 
to the discussion of the first article of the 
protocol. In th‘s manner two weeks have 
passed and no result has been reached. 

An effort is being made here to create 
the impression that there is some misunder- 
standing between the United States and 
Spain regarding the Philippine _ Islands, 
outside of the statement contained in the 
third article of the protocol. 

The purpose of the United States and the 
agreement arrived at with Spain was that 
the control and government of the Philip- 
Pine Islands should be decided by the com- 
mission now sitting here, and Spain un- 
derstood that the protocol did not deter- 
mine anything as to Spain's ultimate sover- 
eignty in the Philippine Islands. It was 
understood by both powers that the proto- 
col was a compact by which it agreed that 
the peace commissions should determine 
the future disposition of the Philippine 
islands. This will be done when the Cu- 
ban question is settled and after the points 
relating to Porto Rico and the Ladrones 
have been passed upon. 


MADRID, Oct. 22.—Considerable specula- 
tion was caused here to-day by the holding 
of a long conference between the Queen 
Regent and Gen. Polavieja, former Gover- 
nor of Cuba and of the Philippines. 

The newspapers here regard a ministerial 
crisis as imminent, and they urge the Min- 
isters to sink their differences in view of 
Spain's many difficulties. 

Several of the papers violently attack 
Senor Gamazo, the Minister of Public In- 
struction, for resigning and thus compli- 
cating the situation.

When George Coleman was born, 2 years 
ago, he wes not materially unlike the 
average negro baby. Until he was 6 years 
ol14 itt would have been dificult to dia- 
tingulsh anything in his appearance that 
differed from other Iiittle pickaninnies with 
whom he played 

Now he is one of the puzzles of the City 
Hospital. Dr. Sutter saya he is a victim 
of cretinisam, one of the rarest of diseases 
the Suman fiesh ta helr to.

Ever siebe he 
has been an inmate of the City Hoepl: - 
and he was admitted *April 21, 1897—he hs 
walked around with the ald of a Futoh 
and a short, etout cane There was an 
inflammation of the thigh bone and the 
doctors say wili never recover the free 
use of his leg 

Cretin‘am, is a 
dwarfage of the physical and mental sye- 
tems It ts not fully understood by the 
medical] fraternity, and all that is known 
about it is that Itt arises from lack of nu- 
frition and glandular development. or 
nearly two years now Dr. Sutter and his 
etaff of physicians have carefully obseerved 
thia pecul ar case, but have been unabie 
to do aught to correct the ailment. 

George's parents are both deed but the 
history of the case is !n possession of the 
foctors. It ehows that when the boy was 
6 years old the disease first manifested It- 
elf and arrested growth.

TO undersiand these celor changes in the dying 
know son ining Of the Purpose aud 
Suuction vf healthy, active leaves, This function 
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is not, as is so often said, to give shade, whether 
to the plant itself or to man and beast. If they 
shade the roots and so economize water, this is 
only by the way, and not the important role they 
play in the life of the plant. 

The plant gets its food from the earth and the 
air. These are the raw materials, salts of the 
soll dissolved in water and oxygen and carbonic 
acid gas free in the atmosphere. These simple 
substances are received in the leaves and spread 
out with the green substances of the leaf cells 
to the action of the sun's rays, and are thus con- 
verted into the complex organic products upon 
which the plant depends for ite growth and upon 
which animals can live. The leaf green or chlord- 
phyll is the substance upon which al! this compli- 
cated chemistrv depends, and has, therefore. been 
spoken of as the most important of all known 
compounds, for life as we know it could not exist 
without it. Without light, however, and a cer- 
tain high temperature the chlorophy!!] would avail 
nothing. 

Leaves may be likened not tnaptly to a factory 
ora kitchen, or yet to a laboratory. operating only 
in 6ummer time, when the sun is bright and the 
air is warm. Then it is that a number of definite 
products are manufactured and transported back 
hrough leaf, stalk and stem to parts where they 

ay be immediately needed for growth, else to be 
stored for future use. 

As autumn comes on, the nights grow chill and 
conditions become unfavorable, preparations are 
set on foot to stop work and destroy the factory. 
At this period the factory is more or less filled 
with manufactured goods and of waste or acci- 
dental products, the more important ones of which 
are to be removed and saved before the factory 
goes. The most expensive of all there is the chlor- 
ophyll. This, with starch, eugars, etc., Is to be 
carried into the body of the plant. But they are 
not transmissible in their present form. They 
must be changed Into soluble if not simpler sub- 
stances, and so removed to the places of storage. 
In this breaking up of the chlorophyll es pecially 
new products arise, such as microscopic oil drops 
and certain fine gfanular bodies. These refract 
the iight and are the cause of the color in the 
leaves, together with other coloring matters di«- 
solved in the cell sap. In a word, we may say 
that the color of fall foliage is due to waste prod- 
ucts at the time the leaves are being cast off as 
dead tissue. 

The most brilliant disp'ay of color may natural'y 
be expécted after such seasons of actiye growth 
as find the leaves strong and full. We should ex- 
pect the preeent to be a favorable year, as, since 
the drought of midsummer, the rains have been 
sufficient to restore the leaves to healthful activ- 
ity Frost is by no means necessary to start the 
color change: simply cool or chilly nights are suf- 
ficient hint that the time is at hand to knock orf 
work and to save valuables. Even in midsummer 
the changes may be brought about by acc.dent wor 
unhealthy conditions. Wounds or disease will 
sometimes cause the most brilliant hectic colors 
even in July. 

It is not strange that different kinds of trecs 
should offer different colores, but it is a matter of 
wonder that trees of the same species should 
soinetimes present such variety. This has been 
attributed to differences of soi, amount of watery 
exposure, etc., which may or may not be true. 


U. S. COAST LINE IS 
16,000 MILES LONG. 


EXT to the British Empire the United 
States has the longest coast line of any 
“nation in the world. With the new pos- 

sessions of Porto Rico and the: Philippines the 


When coast line of the United States will be at least 


16,006 miles long, and, with Cuba, which must have 
its coast line taken In charge by the Coast Sur- 
vey of there will be nearly 20,600 
niles of coast to be cared for. The line of 
the United States, without Alaska, 
rearly 6,000 miles, divided as follows: Two thcu- 
Sund three hundred and forty-nine miles on the 
Atlantic coast, 1556 miles on the Gulf of Mexico 
and nearly 2000 miles on the Pacific coast. A'as- 
ka, because of the numerous indentations 
and islands—those Aleut'an Islands which stretch 
westward until they mect the possessions of the 
“Great White Czar’’—has an enormous coast line, 
mounting up to at least 6000 miles. 


To compute the coast line of the Philippines Is 
at present Imposs!ble. Spain has no hydrographic 
office and no coast survey in working order. 
Even the number of islands in the Philippine 
groups are unknown. Spain has never taken the 
trouble to count them, 

Since the purchase of Alaska in 1857 the sun has 
never set on the possessions-of the United States. 
When the morning sun is whitening the bay of 
Lastport, Me., his last red beams are ehining upon 
the Aleutian Islands. That picture of a worid- 
encircling empire is one which has always been 
a favorite with ofators. Once in a speech at West 
Point on Gen. Sherman, Gen. Terry said of the 
dead soldier: ‘‘Wherever the morning gun salu‘es 
the sunrise, his name and fame is on the lips 
of soldiers.'’ And it was true. There are only 
two nations now upon whose dominions the fun 
never sets, England and the United States. 

Not the least of the burdens imposed upon the 
United States by the acquisition of new territory 
is the surveying of its shores. Although begun in 
1407, the work of surveying the coast of the United 
States proper has never been completed. In the 
nature of things it never can be, for there are 
portions like the Nantucket Shoals and the shoals 
which le between Monomoy Point and Martha’s 
Vineyard which must be surveyed every once in 
a few years owing to the shifting sands which 
compose them. 

When the Coast Survev of the United States 
Was started it was proposed to have the army do 
the shore work and the navy the hydrography. 
It was not long before the shofe work passed into 
the hands of civilians, but the navy hes so far 
kept the hydrography, though it has worked un- 
der a sort of hybrid system, the part of the navy 
going the hydrography being loaned to the Treas- 
urvy Department. An officer of the navy is de- 
tailed as Hydrographic Inspector, and as such has 
an office in the office of the Superintendent of the 
Ccast Survey, who is a civilian official of the 
Treasury Department. The ships and launches 
with which the hydrographic work is done are 
owned by the Treasury Department, but the off- 
cers end men who man them are in the employ 
of the Navy Department. It is a system which 
works better than one would expect, and so far 
the charts of the Coast Survey take rank with 
the best in the world. In fact, there is only one 
kind of charts that can compare with them and 
that i¢ the chart of the Brit.sh Admlraitv. For 
accuracy the charts of the Coast Survey can not 
be excelled, and the British Hydrographic Office 
depends now entirely upon the Coast Survey 
charts for the hydrography of the American 
coast. Yet it is only a few years ago that the 
British Admiralty charts were taken for the basis 
of our work in the Gulf of Mexico. The Russian 
charts, which formed the basis for our survey of 
the Alaskian coas\ were imperfect, and it will be 
years before the survey of that coast ile com- 
pleted. 

In the meantime there is the coast of Porto Rico 
to be taken care of, and also the coasts of Cuba 
and the Philippines. The chfitts which are now 
depended on for Cuba are incomplete and unsat- 
isfactory. England and the United States weve 
done much work on that coast, in the way of 
Surveying the principal harbors, but in many cases 
the old and faulty Spanish charts are depended on, 
To make a complete survey of the Phil. ppine Arch. 
ipelago is an enormous task. which will require 
years and the expenditure of a lot of money. As 
the coasts of the United States are all looked 
after by the Coast Survey, so the surveys of the 
coasts of foreign countries are taken care of by 
the Hydrographic Office of the navy. This is a 
purely naval bureau and the ships employed in 
making surveys outside of the country are all 
regularly commissioned men-of-war. As a matter 
of fact all the ships of the Coast Survey are regu- 
lariy commissioned by the navy, although the 
navy Goes not own them, and fiy the national 
ensign, instead of the re venue flag. which is flown 
by other ships of the Treasury Department, when 
not in the naval service (as they have been In this 
war) or when they are on duty off the three-mile 
Limit. 

Naval experts gay that a nation should have a 
navy in proportion to Its coast line. If this propo- 

‘tion is carrect the United States should have a 
sale ealy a Aitth less strong than that &f Great 

tain, Great Britain, France and Italy have 
navies somewhat in proportion to thelr coast 
lines, while Russia, Germany and Austria have

NEW DEPARTURES IN 
DIFFERENT SCIENCES. 


CONNECTION between the set of the hu- 

man ear and the pitch of the voice in sing- 

ing has been pointed out by Dr. Alex. Wal- 
lace of Colchester, England. Amusing himeeif- by 
forecasting how vocalists he had never heard 
woul sing, he has found that when the ear is set 
vertically on the cheek a deep-toned voice may be 
expected, and that a tenor or soprano voice ac- 
companies a sianting downward and forward of 
the easy. He is unable to offer any anatomical ex- 

Planation. ’ 

Another curious discovery concerning the at- 
mosphere is recorded. A German. chemist, H. 
Teudt, bas noticed that when air is first heated 
its expansion deviates 2 per cent from Gay Lus- 
sac’s law at 400 degrees, and 3 per cent at 450 de- 
grees, this anomalous expansion being shown only 
by atmospheric nitrogen, and not by oxygen, car- 
bonic acid, chemicaliy prepared nitrogen, air pfe- 
viously heated, or air collected after rain. A>suZ- 
gested explanation is that nitrogen must have an 
aliotropic form, changed to the ordinary form by 
heat. 

Leprosy is a disease of the Chinese, according 
to the results of an important investigation in 
China and the Pacific islands by Mr. Stdney B. J. 
Skertchly, and the black races are quite free from 
it. In no place has it been found where there had 
been no Chinese lepers to introduce it. It is not 
distributed throughout China, whole provinces be- 
ing free from it, but it has its center in Kwan- 
tung and Fokien Provinces, spreading with dimin- 
ishing intensity itn all directions, and in Hawail 
it has a new focus of unparalleled virulence. 
Neither the topography. climate nor geological 
conditions appear io influence its distribution. It 
has followed coolie immigration, and its spread 
can onlv be stooped, Mr. Skertchly believes, 
by suppressing the coolie traftic from the in- 
fected provinces. 

The remarkable discovery of -“dark photo- 
graphy,” or of the action of uranium and other 
substances on the sensitive plate, has suggested 
that living organisms might produce a similar 
effect. Experimenting along this line, Prof. P. F. 
Frankland, F. R. S., has shown that cultivations 
of bacteria give impressions on the pnotographic 
fllm similar to those produced by the action of 
light, both when the bacteria touch the film and 
when placed a short distance from it, but not 
when a plate of glass intervenes. The effect 1s 
thought, therefore, not to be of the character of 
a radiation. In direct contact definite pictures of 
the bacterial cultures were produced ana the 
much more vigorous action of bacteria that care 
luminous in the dark euggested that this mignt 
prove a valuable aid in dist :nguishing the different 
kinds of bacteria. It was made to appéar possible 
that all living structures may be able to 
record themselves without the aid of light. 

Electric horticulture, Prof. S..Lem-<trom assures 
us, is now practicable, although not fully umder- 
stood. In his experiments of last year the appli- 
cation of the electric current Increased the yield 
of seeds at least 40 per cent, and of roots from 
25 to 75 per cent, the results varying with the 
kind of plant. and the nature of the soil. The pro- 
duction of strawberr’es and respberries was raised 
as much as 75 per cent, while the time of ripening 
was shortened one-third. It was proven, among 
other things, that electricity might damage plants 
on clear, hot days in the absence of water. Prof. 
Léemstrom is uncertain whether his electrification 
of the air benefits vegetation by producing ozone 
and nitric oxides, or bv inducing the juices of the 
plants to aseend more rapidly in their cap'llary 
tubes. He has applied the current four hours in 
the morning ana four in the afternoon, In hs Fin- 
land experiments of this year, giving a gain of 
at least 40 per cent, he continued the application, 
with many interruptions, from June 17 to July 00 
—a total of 15] hours. 

The young leaves and roots of ferns eupply a 
censiderable portion of the food in mountain dis- 
tricts of Japan. 

The phenomenon of a milk-white sea, much 
more luminous than the starry sky, is reported 
by a correspondent of Nature. It was w.tnessed on 
the morning of Aug. 21 in the Ind.an Ocean, and 
continued to be seen throughout 60 miles of the 
vessel's course. The sea was calm, while a bucket 
of the water showed nothing unusual, 

An English topographical novelty is @ map 
stamped in tinned steel plate. The first exper.- 
ment is a raised map of London and vicinity, rep- 
resenting about 34 square miles on a horizontal 
scale of an inch to a mile, and a vertical scale of 
an inch to 1000 feet, such a map being sold for lo 
shillings. The surface, showing all natural undu- 
lations, is enameled in colors. 

The scheme of electric canal haulage proposed 
by Mr. A. H. Allen to the British Association con- 
sists of a pair of overhead electric railways—one 
other—supported on standards on the 
would carry small electric 
motors, managed from the barges. No change in 
existing barges would be needed, no motor at- 
tendant would be required on shore, and the cost 
of haulage per ton would be reduced to about 
three-sevenths of that with horses. 


CAN THE ATTRACTION OF 
GRAVITY BE OVERCOME? 


N important invention Is now engaging the 
A attention of the Academy of France. It is 
a question of reduction or partial suspen- 
sion of the power of gravitation, the natural mag- 
netism of the earth, by which all bodies are held 
in place on its surface. 
The inventor is Dr. Gustave H. Morre, an 
terpreter in the employ of the United States Gov- 
ernment, now stationed in the internal revenue 
office at San Francisco. 

And although the problem Is etill enveloped in 
the fog of uncertainty through the only partially 
satisfactory results which the inventor's experi- 
ments have achieved, yet enough has been so far 
discovered, says the inventor, to make lit possible 
in the future for science to interfere with thet 
which has been hitherto regarded as an incxora- 
ble law of nature, 

Dr. Morre savs he made the discovery about a 
month ago. One day he asked himself the ques- 
tion: Why, considering that all metals possessed 
about the same density, one weighed more than 
the other? His logical conclueion was that one 
was more.attracted by gravitation, the magnetism 
of the earth, than the other. So that, if this 
gravitation or magnetism could be reduced in the 
case of the heavier metals, all metals could be 
made to. weigh about the same. 

He experimented with 16 plates of metals of dif- 
ferent weights, from Iridium, the lLghtest, to plat- 
inum, the heaviest metal known. Then, acting 
pon the principle that gravitation and magnetism 
are one and the same, he held a eteel needle over 
each plate, at the same t'me holding a powerful 
magnet to the underneath surface. The result wa3 
that he found the so-called heavier metals were 
the best conductors of magnetism. The needle, for 
instance, stuck to the platinum plate like glue and 
followed the magnet underneath in all its move- 
ments with rapidity. The lighter metals were the 
less satiafactory conductors, the magnet having 
little or no effect through the iridium, aluminum 


and copper plate. 

Dr. Morre extended his experiments. He procured 
a piece of aluminum (the cheapest metal and 
nearly the lightest) 15 square feet end laid it upon 
mother earth. Then, taking a piece of brass metal 
very nearly one standard pound, he suspended it 
over the aluminum plate and weighed it, with the 
result that he found the interposition of the plate 
between the metal and the earth meant a loss to 
itof half an ounce. This experiment was repeated 
and other metais were tried with varied results, 
but all pointing the one way—to the reduction of 
weight of the metal itn the presence of a non- 
conductor of magnetism. 

No more finished results have as yet been 
achieved. But the fact that the Academy of 
France has received Dr. Morre’s commun cations 
with avidity. and that preparations for further re- 

earen ar show that there te 
at least something tangible in the idea. 

Dr. Morre served as the offic a! interpreter for 
Gen, Shafter during the time of his dealings with 
Gen. Toral at Santiago. For several years of his 
life he served as an agent for Cook & Co. In this 
vocation he traveled all over the world, and, hav- 
ing a quick ear and a good memory, the result !s 
that he la now master of 21 languages. In his 
leisure moment devoted himself to scien-

ICHARD ANDREE’S periodical, the German 
Globus, announces that the well-known 
northern explorer, Admiral Makarow, has 

a plan of reaching the North Pole by means of 
ice breakers. The machines recently made in the 
United States for the ice-bound harbor of Viad- 
ivostock suggested to him the possibility of such 
a plan. According to Nansen the arctic ice walls 
seld@m reach a depth of 2f feet. Makarow believes 
that a machine of 20,000 horse-power would sut- 
fice, but, judging by recent exper.ences in Russia, 
he thinks thet two machines of 10,000 horse-power 
each, one behind the other, would do better work. 
With such he believes the pole could be reached 
from 78 degrees northern latitude in twelve days.

BEEF BARONS MAKING 
PLANS FOR A BIG WAR. 


y *Chicage. « news tS expected shortly from 


Chicago, concefning the dreksed beef trade. 
It will affect both this country and Bn- 
gland. Three. big packers, it Is said, are now gfon- 
ducting negotiations, wich will revolutionizd@ the 
dressed beef trade‘of,Great Britain, if put into 
effect. ‘ 

There are manv rumors afloat concerning the 
matter. While it is contended th some quarters 
that a big combine is being form the more gen- 
eral belief ts that.the’ principal beef shippers are 
preparing plans for one of the biggest fights on 
record. 

One of the three firms mentioned has been shut 
out of the dressed-beef export business until quite 
recently. It could not get refr.gerator space until 
a few months ago, when it secured some of the 
space out of Baltimore,’ The concern since then 
has put boxes on steamers salling from New York 
and Boston, and it is now claimed that it Intends 
to inaugurate a daily service of dressed beef ship- 
ments from America to London. 

This service will furnish American beef to the 
English markets from refrigerator cars without 
the intervention of wholesale houses or speciai 
agents. Under present arrangements it would be 
impossible to establish a service like this, but it 
is claimed that refrigerator space in vessels of 
Several transatlantic steamship companies.  al- 
ready has been engaged, the White Star and Cu- 
rard lines being particularly mentioned. 

The English railway companies will provide the 
required refrigerator care, and the beef will be 
sent to all parts of Engiand. Londen has been the 
dresed beef.center, and the market fluctuates wi d- 
ly as supplies happen to be excessive or below 
requirements. 

If this new plan ts put into effect the interior 
markets will not have to depend on London, as 
supplies will be brought to their doors. Some 
weight is given to this story by the fact that the 
firm referred to is now making alterations in its 
refrigerating plant in Chicago, which will cost 
over $800,000, and that one of the firm is now in 
England. 2 

But there is story afloat. There Is a 
member of another large meat concern in En- 
giand, and the people who claim to know say 
he is there chartering steamers to be engaged 
Principally in carrying dreésed beef and live 
stock, and incidentally in carrying whatever other 
freight they can secure, This firm has expended 
enormous sums each year in freights and has 
come to the conclusion that it would be cheaper 
for it to run a line of its own. The query comes. 
Can it be possible that the tables have been 
turned on this firm, and that they have been 
shut out by the people they have shut out so 
long? 

There !s a member of another large exporting 
firm also in England, but it is not known what he 
is doing. While these stories may be exaggerated 
it is the general idea that with the opening of 1999 
the big fight Between the beef kings of America 
will commence, that the English markets will be 
flooded with American beefy that the Britisher 
will buy his roasts cheapem than he has ever 
bought them before, and thatsthe American con- 
sumer will find the price of héef advance in this 
countrv in about the same ratio as the decline in 
Great Britain.

The clock proper is run with a wheel sixty inches 
in circumference. From the outer surface of the 
clreumference are suspended 120 cups, each ong 
half inch tn diameter and a third of an inch deep 
Each of forty of these cups, which are successivé, 
contain eteel balis three-eighths of an inc} M 
Aiameter. Everv minute and e half as thie wheet 
turns by the weight of these balls one of them 
falla out of ite cup, rolls down an incline plane 
twenty inches long, when, by tts own weight, it . 
reunites a broken circult.of electricity and ie egain 
elevated by a little car traveling along a steeper 
inclined plane to the top of the wheel, where it 
falls into e cup which stands vertical for @ shorsg 
time After the car diecharges ita cargo it r@- 
turns to ite original station from ite own weight 
From the time one of these balis ts dropped inte 
a cup until it is again dropped into anether eup 
it travels thirty-slx inches. Thus the « done 
by all the balls Is equivalent to one ball veling 
over one mile a day, 49 miles tn one yea, and 
during the lifetime of a person living three ecore 
years the distance around the globe,

SCAR BIGGS, a Missourian, whose 
arrest in Guatemala, accused with 
complicity in revolutionary schemes, 

has almost precipitated an international 
controversy, bas a history which is inter- 
esting and romantic. 


He was born Dec. 81, 1856, in Lewis Coun- 
ty, Missour!, in a farmhouse not many 
miles from the home of his uncle, a Dr. 
Connell, where was born another world- 
wide celebrated personage—Ella Ewlng, the 
Missouri giantess, famed as the tallest 
woman on the globe. For 20 years he lived 
in the vicinity of La Grange. Then he fell 
in love, 


She was the daughter of a well-known 


‘North Missouri farmer, later representative 


of his county in the Legislature. Soon their 
engagement was announced and the day of 
the wedding set. In the interval between 
the engagement and the wedding day Mar- 
tin Connell, once a 49er in California, then 
a rich coffee planter of long residence in 
Gautemala, made a proposition to any one 
of his nephews that if one of them would 
abandon all Northern ties, go to Central 
America, manage his coffee plantation 
through the remainder of his declining 
years, he would make the faithful nephew 
helr to the estate possessed by him away 
down in the tropcs. 


Oscar's dreams were of connubial biiss, 
a home on a Lewis County farm, and he 
spurned the suggestion that he seck a for- 
tune in Guatemala. The wedding day 
came, the preparations were al] made, the 
old family homestead was (filled with 
guests, the minister, the bridegroom, the 
waiting gentlemen and maidens were all 
there, but no bride. The throng waited for 
a long time for the most essential deta!] 
of the performance, but she never came, 
and ina few hours the disappointed would- 
be benedict received word that the faith- 
less bride-to-be had flown and that morn- 
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ing had been married to another man. 

There was no longer hesitancy in the 
mind of young Oscar about the accept- 
ance of the rich uncle’s offer and in five 
days he had packed his worldly effects 
and was en route to New Orleans, where 
he boarded the first stcamer and was soon 
on his uncile’s ‘“‘finca,’’ or coffee planta- 
tion. 

Not long after his arrival in the country— 
that wae in 1880—he set out over the plains, 
accompanied by the o.d Indian, on an er- 
rand of importance to his uncle, carrying’ 
upon his person a large sum of money to 
be used in a business transaction. At 
some distance from his uncle's place, out 
on the plains, In the heart of as wild and 
untraveled a country as can be found any- 
where, they met a man, just arrived in the 
country from San Frencisco, an American, 
who could not make the natives under- 
stand his wants. He was suffering at the 
time from some unknown cause and after 
a short sojourn in Biggs’ camp he was 
taken down with smallpox in a malignant 
form. For days he ley at the point of 
death, with no medical attendance within 
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miles around. Biggs and his Indian at- 
tendant did not desert the stranger. 

In a few days the poor creature died. 
The death occurred after night, during a 
severe rain and thunderstorm, Biggs, in 
relating the story a few years ago to friends 
and relatives vouches for every thing that 
is eaid here. Toward the approach of mid- 
night, in the midst of the tropical rain- 
storm, the skies dark as pitch, Nvid now 
and then with flashes of lightning, B'ggs 
and the Ind'an lifted the dead man, 
wrapped him in a blanket and by the light 
made by the occasional flashes of I'ghtning, 
buried him in a ditch, which. had been 
washed out of the side of a hill by Ahe 
incessant rainfall.

For two 
days and more Biggs lay unconscious in 
the tent upon the wild and desolate prairie, 
not a human being for miles in the distance

where he lay for weeks, hovering ell the 
time between life and death. At length, as 
Was supposed by his attendants, he died, 
but in reality he lay in an unconscious 
State, apparently dead. Believing him dead, 
after the lanse of a day or two prepara- 
tions were made @® bury him. He was laid 
in his coffin, when his Indian attendant, 
detecting signs of life that were not ap- 
parent to others, asked the uncle to wait 
an hour. Conneil did so, and through the 
resuscitory efforts of the Indian Biggs 
breathed egain. The passing of a few weeks 
brought him to health. 


About five years ago Biggs made his last 
visit to the United States. The circum- 
stances which brought him here are, like 
those which sent him away from his native 
country, decidedly romantic. During his 
residence in Guatemala his wealth natural- 
ly brought him into social circles as a con- 
spicuous figure, and it was not long before 
he won honors socially and prospered in 
the courts of the Guatemalan capital as 
he had prospered in his coffee business. 

The daughter of the President, a dash- 
ing damsel, making her home in New 
York, visited her father during Biggs’ so- 
cia] ascendancy. He met the young lady 
at her father’s house, and, despite his 
experience with a Missouri belle, fell in 
love again. In time he and the President's 
daughter became engaged. She returned 
to her home in New York, he to his home 
to make preparaticns to visit the United 
States and bring home a bride. 

In 1893 he went: to New York. He again 
met the young lady and they disagreed. 
The engagement was brought to a eud- 
den end. He came west, visited La 
Grange, and then went to Kansas City, 
visited his sister, Kate L. Biggs, then, as 
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now, a prominent school principal in that 
city. After a brief sojourn there he left 
for San Francisco. 

In the meantime the lady he had loved 
repented and longed for her wealthy Gau- 
temalean, so she moved westward across 
the continent in pursuit of him, She 
reached. Kansas City in time to learn 
that he had gone to San Francisco. Board- 
ing the next train, she reached the Call- 
fornia city on the day of the steamer’s 
departure. Driving hurriedly to the wharf 
she was just in time to catch a glimpse 
of the departing steamer, aboard which 
was Oscar Biggs. Again she was fatally 
too late, and Oscar Biggs escaped matri- 
mony the second time. 

The uncle visited the United States and 
while in La Grange, Mo., died at the res- 
idence of Mrs. Mary Blackwood, his sis- 
ter. 

Oscar Biges was his heir and soon pass- 
ed into full possession of the vast es- 
tate and a large supply of cash in coin 
of the realm. He became possessed, sim- 
ultanebusly, with a desire to change hia 
location, and sold a portion of the Con- 
nell estate, netting him $80,000 In gold.

He moved farther south, where he In- 
vested in a large tract of virgin acreage 
and launched forth again into the coffee 
raising business. From this $80,000 in cash 
and the remainder of the Connell eatate 
he waxed richer and richer as the suc- 
ceeding years added their accumulations 
to his store and in time he became one 
of the wealthiest and most influential 
American residents in the country. 


Riggs is so wealthy and prominent it ise 
natural that some efforts should be made 
to implicate him in tmpending revolutions, 
Moreover, his being an American, native 
born, hak had a tendency, so - acquaint- 
ances say, to draw him into the skirmishes. 
According to newspaper dispatches from 
Ocos, Guatemala, he was arrestéd, accused 
of being an agent of Prospero Morales. The 
dispatches also stated that he was sef- 
tenced to be shot. 

Steps taken by relatives resulted in se- 
curing his release. Ex-Minister to Switzer- 
land John lL. Peake of Kansas City, laid 
the matter before the State Department 
and Secretary Hay cabled a demand for 
Biggs’ release to the Minister at Guate- 
mala, who cabled back the news of his lib- 
eration. It is feared by relatives here that 
this will not end the matter, even tf the 
report which comes from Washington, that 
he is at liberty, be true. It is feared that 
other efforts against his ce will be made 


and the State Department wiil be asked to_ 


supply him all needed protection.

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FALCONRY SEEN IN THE SOUDAN.

Hie German TMlustrirte Kronik der Zeit in an 
ia ancient art of faiconry as still common in Persia and in the Soudan, though 
since the invention of firearms it is almost forgotten in Europe. 

A returned traveler describes a terrific struggle taking place between a falcon 
and a crane. The falcon with its sharp beak and claws attacked his adversary un- 
mercifully, beating him down and tearing his breast with his claws. 

But the crane had a beak also, and parried the falcon’s thrusts $0 skillfully that 
the result of the battle might have been in doubt, when a second falcon appeared 
upon the scene and soon finished the unequal combat. 
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COURSE of tile fish, the rarest member of the Pisces family. was served a few 
A evenings ago, as a special treat, to the members of the New York Society for the 

Protection of Game, at the Union Club. It was the first time this new food fish 
was ever served in New York UCity. 

It is a fish witha short but remarkably Interesting history, for it was discovered only 
19 years ago, and almost before the experts had time to study it at all it disappeared 
and was lost to sight for more than 10 years. 

Capt. Kirby, the adventurous skipper of a Gloucester fishing smack, had sailed out 
to the unexplored grounds about 80 miles southeast of No Man’s Land, Mass., one sum- 
mer day in 1879, and was working cod lines in the deep water when he brought up a fish 
that neither he nor any of the old salts on the smack had ever seen before. It was the 
most beautifully colored fish any of them had ever found outside of tropical waters. 
Jt was remarkable for the presence of a soft dorsal fin, resembling that of the salmon, 
except that it w placed on the neck in front of the regular dorsal fin, instead of being 
behind it, as in the salmon family. It was marked with large spots of bright yellow, and 
the finders facetiousiy named it the tile fish, a name which stuck to it during all the 
Investigations of its habits that were thereafter made by sclentists,

MONG the reports of the Psychical 
A Research Soctety ila the account of a 

man and his wife who cultivated the 
power of mental telegraphy or telepathy to 
such an extent that at a certain hour each 
evening when he was away, he being a 
traveling man, they would sit alone in 
their respective rooms and cencentrate 
their thoughts upon each other, and were 
thus eble to give mutually and 0obriefly 
any information or communication desired.

Burt had lived in the county all his life. 
Hie was active in politics. His probity was 
unquestioned. 

When Howard Burt was a very young 
man he was arrested for etealing $600. The 
foreman of the grand jury which consid- 
ered the case was Asa W. Briggs, who 
stood high in regard in St. Lawrence Coun- 
ty. Briggs had met Burt. He believed that 
he was a young man of promise who had 
yielded to an impubse and that he was not 
paturally dishonest.

Burt lived In the hamlet of Habnawa 
Falls, about six miles south of Potsdam. 
About 7 o'clock og the evening of Nov. 
10 last Mrs. Burt, Mr. Briggs (her father), 
her, son, Harry Burt, a boy of l4 years, 
and a young woman from the neighbor- 
hood temporarily acting as a domestic, 
were, reading at a table in the sitting 
room.

It was accepted that Savage had made 
the attempt et murder in a drunken frenzy. 
and officers et out to find him 
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rested. He declared that he was 8 miles 
from the scene of the murder at the time 
it occurred.

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He said, under cross-examination, that 
he had never bought nor owned a revolver 
nor had occasion to use one. He admitted 
that before starting on his walk on the 


4*en? Z 
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evening of the shooting he had bought a 
slouch hat and had placed it in his wagon 
in the hotel barn, but had lost it. 


The testimony was awkward. It was 


proved that Burt had driven but a short 
distance. On the heels of this came the dis- 
covery that on Oct. 29 he had bought a re- 
volver from a hurdware dealer in Potsdam, 
After the Savage examination Burt went 
to the hardware man and asked him if he 
had told any one about the purchase of the 
revolver. The dealer said that he had told 
one man. 

“Well,” said Burt, “do not repeat the 
story, because it will make one more thing 
for me to explain.”’ 

On the Sunday following Savage's ex- 
amination Burt went to the home of Dis- 
trict Attorney Hale, in Canton, and told 
him about buying the revolver. He de- 
clared that he had lost the weapon imme- 
diately after purchasing it. He said he be- 
lieved some one took it from his overcoat 
hanging in the barn. 

Tdé a friend in Potsdam Burt sald the car- 
tridges were taken with theeevolver. Burt 
questioned the hardware man about the 
caliber of the revolver. The latter was not 
sure whether it was 82 or 38. Burt said he 
had all of the cartridges left and that they 
were of 32 caliber. Mr. Briggs was shot 
with 38-caliber bullets. 

Burt called attention to the fact that the 
overshoes he wore were larger than the 
tracks made by the man who did the shoot- 
ing. It was proved that he had just before 
the shooting bought overshoes of the same 
size as the tracks. 

Many persons were found who saw Burt 
in Potsdam between 2 and 5:30 p. mM, on 
the day of the murder. At a later hour he 
was seen to go toward a bridge across the 
Racquette River. After the shooting Burt 
Was seen about 8:30 o’clock. More than 
three hours were unaccounted for. Could 
Burt walk five and one-third milea, the dis- 
tance to his house, do the shooting and re- 
turn by 8:30? 

Two ladies had seen on the outskirts of 
Potsdam a man walking rapidly toward the 
village at 8:25 p. m, After he passed they 
found a bandanna handkerchief. This was 
identified by a clerk in a estore in which 
Burt had been during the afternoon, 

Mr. Briggs died 12 days after he was shot, 
Burt attended the funeral and bore him- 
self like an innocent man. Two days later 
he was arrested upon the charge of District 
Attorney Hale. 

While many believed that there were ugly 
things which needed to be explained, few 
were ready to belleve Howard Burt guilty. 
The evidence in his favor was direct. Mr, 
Briggs in his ante-mortem statement, Mrs, 
Burt, the domestic, and Harry Burt all de- 
clared that the masked man could not have 
been Howard Burt. 

They admitted thet the masked assailant 
was tall, but declared that he had no beard 
or a very short one. Howard Burt had a 
very long beard. No one believed more 
fully in his innocence than his wife. 

The circumstantial evidence egainst Burt 
was weak in one particular. There was 
not the slightest suggestion of a motive. 
It seemed absurd that @ man whose do- 
mestic life had been without @ flaw should 
walk masked into his own home and try 
to murder his wife. 

But the injunction of “seek the woman” 
would not be ousted from the mind of Mr. 
Hale. He ves his profession and has 
high ideals of the duty of a district attor- 
ney. He determined to get at the bottom

tered the Burt household as a domestica. 
He discovered that Burt learned to care 
for the girl. On several occasions he drove 
her to her home and to Potsdam. When 
Mrs. Burt and her father went to visit in 
Vermont last autumn Burt was frequently 
seen with Miss Delosh When Mrs. Burt 
returned the girl went to her home itn South 
Colton. Burt visited her there on four oF 
five occasions. 

Mr. Hale questioned Miss Delogh and her 
parents. He had labored with her for 
months, and the trial was only a few days 
off when one day the young woman told 
him that Burt had taken a deep interest tn 
her. This ripened into love. He told her 
he wanted to marry her. She spoke of 
Mrs. Burt. The man said that divorces 
were easily obtainable in the West and he 
would secure one, Then they would be 
married, 

In his opening Mr. Hale told the jury he 
would prove that Burt planned to get rid 
of his wife first by divorce and then by 
more desperate means, his infatuation for 
the girl having robbed him of reason. 

The case turned upon Miss Delosh’s testi!- 
mony. 
the stand Burt was in no danger. The 
best men in the country sat beside him. 
Among them were W. P. Remington, the 
former County Clerk, uncle of Frederick 
Remington, the artist,-and John E. Post, 
President of the First National Bank. 

Burt's lawyers cross-examined Miss De- 
losh mercilessly. They purposed proving 
that she was not worthy of belief. They 
were prepared to assall her moral characo- 
ter. 

In her alarm she sought Mr. Hale. He 
told her he believed that her relations With 
Burt were innocent, but that the court al- 
lowed wide latitude in crogs-examination. 
He suggested that if she had handwriting 
of Burt to show that her statements were 
true it might protect her. 


Then Miss Delosh told Mr. Hele of the 
declaration which Burt had written tn her 
autograph album and which is reproduced 
on this page. Mr. Hale wanted that album. 
Miss Delosh said no one but herself could 
find it. She had torn the leaf from it end 
concealed it. Mr. Hale sent her after the 
writing. 


Miss Delosh was recalled just before the 
trial closed. Mr. Hale introduced in evi- 
dence the album in which Burt had writ- 
ten a customary etanza of neutral non- 
sense, Then the District Attorney intro- 
duced the torn leaf. Miss Delosh explained 
that when Mrs. Burt was in Vermont Burt 
had called upon her one day and said: 

“I should like to write in your album just 
what I feel.” 

She had brought the album agd he had 
written the lines which convicted him of 
the murder of his father-in-law. 

It was this writing that convinced the 
jury and his wife that Howard Burt had 
tried to kill her and murdered his father- 
if-law. He was found guilty of murder in 
the second degree. 

Judge Russell, who presided at the trial, 


made a charge which ts considered a model 
of fairness and masterly interpretation. The 
jury found the evidence conclusive, 


As Burt was being taken over the winding 
railroad to Dannemora Prison, where he 


shall pass the remainder of his days, he 
looked out of the car window, and, seeing 
the tail end of the train, turned te the 
man of 21 or 22, Speriff and sald: 


“It reminds me of the rhyme I learned

What is St. Louls to do? 

The St. Loults Merchants’ Exchange has 
become interested, and it is expected that 
Mayor Ziegenhein will shortly invite 
Mayors of Iilinots cities to confer. 

The St. Loulse Board of Health has asked 
that Congressman Barthold take steps at 
Washington to have Chicago prevented 
from emptying her sewage into the Missis- 
sippl. 

“The drainege canal ts a Federal] ques- 
tion,” says liealth Commissioner Stark- 
lof. “The custom of dumping sewage into 
rivers, practiced by most cities In America, 
is involved. If we seek to restrain Chicago, 
St. Louls and al) the cities that are drained 
@s she is may be prohibited from using riv- 
ere for thai purpose, es well as Chicago.” 

Whatever the course of St. Louls shall 
be in the matter, Chicago's plan is plain 
and she is following it. The temporary 
hitch in the work is due to a clause in the 
legislative act requiring the canal shall 
carry 400,000 gwllons of pure water per min- 
ute. The big ditch can handle only 300,000. 
To enlarge it would add an enormous sum 
to the $28,000,000 already expended. Chicago 
is now seeking to have the required ca- 
pacity of the canal reduced to the actual 
capecity of the ditch. 

Ohicago claime a population of 2,000,000. 
The sewage from that city will travel 
through the canal 22 miles to Joliet. 

The preity Desplaines will then conduct 
it to the Illinois River at the La Salle and 
in the waters of the Illinols it will fow to 
the Mississippi. 

From Jollet to the Inlet tower of the St. 
Touls Waterworks, the distance the sew- 
age will travel through a natural water 
oouree, le 857 miles. 

In addition to Chicago’s sewage the 
stream will gather as it fows that of many 
olties and towns along its banks. Among 
them are: Jollet, population, 2.000; Otta- 
Wa. population, 10,000; Peoria, population, 
4.00; Alton population, 12,000. 

Chicagopointeto ber magninimityin mak- 
ing possible a navagable water course from 
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New Orleans to the Great Lakes. St. Louls 
answere that the connection will not be 
complete for steamboats until the United 

States Government improves the channel 
from Lockport to the mouth of the Ilinois 
River 285 miles, as was stated by President 
Wenter of the Board of Trustees of the 
Sanitary Dietrict of Chicago in his report 
to that body. 

The plan of the Chicago Drainage Canal 
is to make the Chicago River, the city's 
present main sewer, flow through the Des- 
plaines and [ilinois Rivers into the Missis- 
sippl, instead of Lake Michigan, as it does 
now, Water from the lake is to be the 
vehicle for the sewerage. This gives rise 
to another question. What will be the ef- 
fect of opening a gateway for the waters of 
Lake Michigan to pour into the Mississipp! 
River? Will it materially lower the surface 
of the great inland sea, and cause unpre- 
cedented everflows in the Mississippi! 
Valley? 

Engineers disagree on this point. Some 
take the affirmative, others the negative, 
and etill others state that only an actual! 
test can determine 

Water Commissioner 
pects shortly to visit the canal to inspect 
what has been eccomplished. His last in- 
spection of the big work was made two 
years ago. Mr. Holman said: 

“Chicago has bullt a great big ditch and 
now it don’t know which way to turn. They 
went at the question in the middle, and 
now they are puzzled what to do. 

“All of the excavating has been done. but 
the work at the Chicago, or Bridgeport, 
end its in a chaotic estate. The engineers 
are not agreed on how the water shall be 
pumped into the ditch from Lake Michi- 
gan. 

‘The course of the canal if through the 
Des Plaines Valley in a southwesterly 
direction from the south branch of the 
Chicago river at Robey street in Chicago 
to Lockport, Will County, Ul. Here the 
controlling works for regulating the dis- 
charge and the outfiow will be built. This 
outfiow passes through a talil-race to the 
Des Plaines civer at Joliet, follows this

stream to the Ilinoils river and thence to 
the Mississippi. 

“The lake tnlet problem has not yet 
been settled. How to pump the fresh 
water into the ditch seems to be unsettled. 
Most of the canal is constructed, but 
there’s no water in It except at the upper 
end where dredges are at work. 


“In the original scheme it was figured 
out that immense docks could be built 
along the south branch of the Chicago 
river at the entrance to the canal. Thous- 
ands of acres were counted on as avallable, 
it seemed as though there would be 
mililons of profit In the rea) estate. The 
dockage plan did not’ materialize and it 
remains to be seen what will be done. 

“It is a fact that when the Sanitary 
District Commissioners went before the 
Legislature of Lilinols they made represen- 
tations and produced data which asgatis- 
fied the Legislators that the laying out of 
the canal would not injure the cities 
that line it to the south, It might have 
looked that way then. But it seems to 
me that the sewage, even though diluted, 
will be traceable as far as Peoria Lake. 
How this is to be overcome I cannot see, 
The canal cannot carry more than 600,000 
gallons per minute. 

The ditch is cut through solid rock for 
miles and cannot be enlarged, except at 
an enormous cost. No further depth can 
be secured at the Chicago end, owing to 
the tunnels that cross under the Chicago 
River, unless these tunnels were aban- 
doned.” 

“Chemically, it has been found that all 
water becomes cleared after running @ cer- 
tain distance. Gome ten or twelve years 
ago tests were made between Joliet and 
St. Louis of the waters of the Illinols and 
Mississippi rivers to see how much § sew- 
age pollution they contained. It was es- 
tablished that the water becomes chemil- 
cally pure eventually. But since then 
atrides in bacteriology thas been made. 
Germs of typhoid fever, it has been 
found, are contained in sewage-polluted 
water, and chemistry does not reveal 
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these bacteria. That is for the microscope 
to determine No one knows now whether 
sewage drained into the Mississippi from 
Chicago would injure users of the water 
at St. Louts. Not until the canal is in 
operation will that be known. 

“As a matter of fact, the Illinols and 
Michigan Cana] runs tnto the [llinois River, 
and for years the sewage that enters this 
cana) from the south branch of the Chica- 
go River has been pouring in volumes into 
the Illinois River. The new canal will 
bring more sewage, but it will be highly 
diluted with water from Lake Michigan 

“Sooner or later the sewage sediment 
must injure the locks and dams and fill 
up the channel, and then the cities along 
the route will be affected. 

“Before the Board of Public Improve- 
ments I took the view that the question 
of cana) drainage was a national one. Con- 
gress might be asked to pass @ measure 
forbidding all cities to dispose of their 
sewage by running it off into the streams 
ff such a law passed where would St. Louis 
be? In Berlin the question Is solved by 
the use of sewage farms. The stuf is 


pumped on big sandy tracte on the irri- 
gation canal eystem and allowed to settle 
In London the stuff is filtered, and the 
sludge is carried off by specially construct- 
ed tank steamers and dumped into the 
North Sea.”’ 

President McMath, of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, said: “We should in- 
sist that the terms of the Illinois law are 
complied with. The amount of fresh water 
pumped into the canal should be 20.000 gal- 
lons per minute for each 100,000 inhabitants 
in Chicago. On this point the Sanitary 
District Commissioners may seek refuge 
behind technicalities. If we count Chica- 
go's population as 2,000,000 that would call 
for a flow of 600,000 gallons per minute. But 
the Sanitary District does not include all 
of Chicago. The commissioners may claim 
that the volume of water should be figured 
on a basis of only half of the city, or 30,- 
000 gallons. The canal can cerry that 
amount. Nevertheless, it is evident that 
this will be dodging the terms of the act, 
for all Chicago will drain into the ditch. 

“Whether the surface of Lake Michigan 
will be lowered when this new outlet is in 
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operation cannot yet be told. It would 
take years to demonstrate that. Measure- 
ments would have to be taken at many 
points. The surface of the lake is variable 
now. 

"Similarly ft would take years to detect 
the amount of polluted water that passes’ 
any given point between Chicago and St, 
Louls. Samples would have to be taken 
regularly and tested. My belief its that 
after a stretch of 100 miles the sewage par- 
ticles in suspension In the water wil) have 
sunk to the bottom, but the typhold germs 
might still exist and do harm when the 
water reaches St. Louis.” 

Health Commissioner Max Stakloff eald: 
“Three years ago I took hold of the sub- 
ject of the drainage cana) and what posil- 
tion St. Louls should take I soon realized 
that it was a Federal question—that the 
pollution of all rivera by sewers from cities 
was affected and that if we sought to re@- 
strain Chicago. St. Louis, too, could be re- 
strained. We are emptying our sewage 


into the M'‘esissippil. 

“The end of it all will be that we will 
have to filter our water and dispose of sewe 
age as it is done abroad.”

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FOOD FOR BICYCLISTS.

ICYCLE riders are in need of special diet. By 
B this I mean wheelmen who make runs of 
any considereble distance, or even non-pro- 
fomionalis who ure a wheel constantly as a means 
of transit to an# from their places of business in 
the city. 

A few years ago it was popularly supposed that 
beef tea and extracts were good to replace the tis- 
sue waste to which bicycie riders are subjected, 
fut experience hae proven the fallacy of this 
theory. Beef tea ts too weak for any ma‘eTria: or fc- 
fit. he same is true of most of the extracta. 

The idea is to get the most nourishing food, 
and, at the same time, to be careful to select only 
such foods as are easily digested. If bicyclists will 
observe theee points in diet they will fare mu n 
better physical Sweet milk. soft bolled eggs, 
fish. rare beef, mutton, brains, potatoes and fruit 
of all kinds except bananas ere excellent articies 
of food for whe 
because they ar 
too quickly in the stomach. 
the only objection being the danger of appendicitis 
4f the seeds are swallowed. The wheelmen shouid 
avoid stimulants on account of the depressing re- 
action that follows. Nothing that impairs diges- 
tion should be taken into the etomach, for the bl- 
cycle rider, after using up all of his nervous cner- 
ey through his muscles, has but little left for di- 
gestion. te careful of your eating and bicycling 
will benefit your health, especially if you are in 
euch condition that you need exercise of any kin41.

During the same war I encamped on the banks 
of an Arkansas stream that looked as ciear as 
crystal; yet, if you bathed in it before sunrise, 
malaria would be inevitable next day.

N his standard work on bacteriology Sternberg 
says: “Very extended researches have 
been made with reference to the bac- 

teria present In the human mouth, which 
show that numerous Species are con- 
Stantly present in the buccal secretions 
and upon the surface of the moist mucous mem- 
brane. Some of these are occasional and acc!]- 
dental, while others appear to have their normal 
habitat in the mouth, where the conditions as to 
temperature, moisture and presence of organic 
pabulum are extremely favorable for their devel- 
opment. A minute drop of saliva spread upon a 
glass slide and stained with ,one of the aniline 
colors will always be found to contain an immense 
number of bacteria of forms. Some of 
these are attached to epithelial cells and some are 
about singly or in groups. Up to the 
year ISS) Miller had isolated twenty-two different 
species of bacteria from the human mouth.”

DANGER IN POULTRY. . 


ISS MARY DODDS, M. D.,. of Washington 
avenue, is of the opinion that much dis- 
ease is caused in the city of St. Louls by 

the “uncleanliness of poultry sold in the market. 
She eays: 

“This is a little thing which every S*. Louis 
housekeeper should know. I have traveled exten- 
sively and visited the markets of many cities, and 
1 will say that I do not know of another c’ty in 
which poultry és sold in such an unhealthy condl- 
tion as that in which we are compelled to buy it 
here. A fowl, es soon as it is killed and the feath- 
ers removed. should be drawn. Wher this ts done 
the fowl looks delicate and delicious in the marge, 
and it is delicious, healthy food. 

“Through careful oteervations in the markets 
of St. Louis I know that almost all the fowls 
marketed here are killed and permitted to He for 
hours before the head and feet are cut om, and 
an even longer time before the entrails are 
drewn. This gives them, within a short hile, 
an offensive odor, and the meat has a dark and 
unpalatable 1@ok. The effete, foul matter in the 
intestines has been absorbed by the flesh, polson- 
This matter, pent up as it is, gives 
off gases which make the fowl! look swollen, con- 
verting the flesh, which should be sweet to the 
emell and delicious to the taste, into something 
loathesome and disease producing. Any one who 
has eaten nicely dressed country fowis will be 
disgusted with muth of the poultry sold in the 
markets of St. Louis. 

“There is no reason why our stalis shculd be 
filled with carrion instead of clean, carefully 
dreseed birds. If the market men permit the of- 
fensive parts to remain to make the fowls weigh 
more, they would better, for the sake of the 
health of the community, raise the price of fowls 
per pound and give us wholesome food.” 


STREETS NOT WATER TO BLAME. 
ATER has been held accountable for the 
prevalence of fevers and enteric troubles 
during the past few months in St. Louts 


and Belleville. The many deaths from typhoid 
and other fevers have been laid to polluted wells 
and other sources of water supply. It has been 
the accepted explanation that the germs which 
have caused all the trouble have entered the sys- 
tem of the people by the water route, 

Dr. Hugo Wangelin of Belleville says this Is not 
so. or at least not wholly so. He comes to the de- 
fense of water. He insists that it is not half ag 
bad as it is made to appear, and maintains that 
it is innocent of the deaths of fever victims, 

Dr. Wangelin believes that the prevalence of 
enteric disorders in the two citi@s has been due 
to the tearing up of the streets. 

His observations have been confined to Belle- 
ville. During last winter many of the streets of 
Belleville were torn up on account of a new sys- 
tem of water pipes being put down. The doctor 
prophesied that if there should be a wet spring 
a great deal of enteric troubles would be the re- 
sult. There was a wet spring and Belleville had 
during the summer more fever sickness than for 
years. Dr. Wangelin says there has been more 
than during any summer since the streets were 
torn up once before for laying the first system of 


pipes.

If 
simply express the belief that for brain workers 
end others who feel the need of a stimulant to 
help them along in the accomplishment of some 
Cifficult undertaking, coffee will produce more 
eetisfactory results than alcoholic drinks, even 
when the latter are taken in moderation. 

In many respects tea and coffee are much alike, 
but there is a vast difference when closely con- 
sidered. Coffee will go much further in sustain- 
lug nervous energy,and there ts not eo much re 
action. Tea is not good for the nerves. 

While I do not advise the excessive use of any 
stimulant, I most heartily gpcommend thet regular 
and especially excessive liquor drinkers take « 
little less alcohol into their systems and a little 
more coffee. I think they wilf' find the exhilare- 
tion equally as lasting and much more conducive 
to longevity.

EPUBLICAN FRANCE has never 
R outgrown its love of the nobility and 
of high-sounding titles. Even now 
the discussion of such an unrepublican mat- 
ter as the right to wear titles fs agitating 
the French nation. A lawsuit at Marseilles 
has reopened the ancient controversy, its 
decision throwing common and aristocratic 
folk alike into confusion, As its immediate 
result there Is to be a special feature added 
to the coming census, with a parliamentary 
inquiry to follow. Later on there promises 
to be a curtous raking up of family his- 
tories. Meanwhile any honest citizen may 
freely continue to take a title of nobility, 
and the Republic will protect him in It. 
The judges at Marseilles decided that any 
Frenchman may be Baron, Count or Mar- 
quis, if he so desires to decorate his name. 
In the eyes of the Republic such home- 
made nobility {s just as good as a direct 
descent from the blue-bloeded families of 
the ancient regime! 
This decision means that the French Re- 


public looks on titles @s only so many 


namer, and will not go out of its way to 


take charge of them. Should any of the 
old nobility be injured by the usurpation 
of a valid title they may always go into 
the courts and so protect their property, 
but they have no exclusive right to go 
about with handles to their names. The 
strange thing is the outcry with which 
the doctrine has been received, not only by 
aristocrats, but by Republicans. The aris- 
tocratic journals brand it as an intentional 
insult to the noble names of France. The 
Republicans—who ought In that case to 
rejoice in it—do not rejoice in it at all. 
Instead, they all unite to call a halt upon 
a practice that ras been going on for many 
years and bearing with it danger'to Repub- 
lican institutions. In every part of France 
they have begun to publish lists of local 
titles that have thus been “Jumped” within 
the memory of man. Week after week the 
lists are swelled, until it begins to look as 
if three-quarters of the pretended nobility 


|of France to-day is bogus. 


This practice originated in 1838, when 
Louis Philippe was made the democratic 
for the Nuapo- 
leonic tiths are not classed aa imitations. 
Napoleon created Princes, Dukes, Counts 
It was his aim to build up a 
new aristocracy to take the place of that 
which had been two-thirds destroyed by 
the French revolution, but he did not in- 
cult the old order by usurping the old 
names and styles. To show that the new 
aristocracy was to be built on merit, he 
even connected the new tities with civil 
and military grades. A Colonel was a 
Baron and a General a Count. By analogy, 
prefects could aspire to the title of Baron,

and councilors of state and Senators to 
that of Count. Napoleon, anxious to be re- 
garded as the restorer of his country, made 
great efforts to melt the two nobilities, the 
old and the new, but only partially suc+ 
ceeéa@s. The amalgamation 414 not really 
take place until after the restoration, affer 
Napoleon's fall, which, by re-establishing 
the old titles and recognizing the new ones, 
put them on an equal footing. 

If matters had remained in that position 
there would not now be more than 20, 000 
families tn France that could lay claim te 
a titles of nobility. The titles attached te 
certain offices by the Empire were not 
hereditary, but became extinct at the death 
of thelr holders. Only those titles which 
had entailed estates attached to them 


would have continued. 
On the other hand, families belonging te 


what was left of the old nobility had been 
wiped éut of the misfortunes and hardships 
of exile. The Indemnity act in thelr favor 
only slightly repaired thetr disaster, Of the 
immense sum of $200,000,000 set apart te ald 
the old noblesse in purchasing back Its ea- 
tates the greater portion went by favorit- 
ism to a limited number of great arjeto-— 
cratic houses. The petite noblesse was left 
unsatisfied, and immense sums due them 
went astray by misappropriation. Then 
came the ‘“‘democratic revolution” of 1830, 
almed ostensibly at the encroachments of 
the higher privileged aristocrats. Louls 
Philippe’s government had searce come Into 
office when it sought to strike them a deol- 
sive blow. Almost its first act was to sup- 
press what remained of the credit of §$200,- 
90,900, and to decree, not the suppression 
of aristocratic titles, but their free use by 
any one who cared to assume them. 

It as eupposed that such a breaking 
down of all barriers would bring contempt 
upon the aristocrats. Instead ft only served 
to show the love of Frenchmen for a noble 
name. Those who had long been yearning 
after a title, but had not received one from 
either the empire or the rertoration, sow 
their opportun'ty. First the extinet titles 
under the ¢mptre were revived. These hat 
at least an appearance of legality. Many ea 
purchaser of an old chateau adopted it 
name without ceremony, and others bought 
chateaux to imitate thelr netg@hbora. Names 
of landed properties villages and towns 
were assumed, so that In lees than 18 yeats 
the number of noble names in France ift- 
creased from 2.99 to 100.0. Yet Loule Phil- 
ippe conferred no tithe during his reig*, 
while under Napoleon neariy all the titles 
conferred were personal, and not heredi- 
tary. “They were afterwards made hered-_ 
ftary by themeelves. Their sons have-even 
multiplied the countships and baronies, The 
baron dies, and all hig sone are barons. 

With the Revolution of 1868 titles ceaard 
to be recognized. It was even proposed to 
do away with the Legion of Honor, a8 a 
“toy of vanity: but at ite end Was tite 
accession of Napoleon I11., the artetocratic 
flower began to bloom again as beautifully 
as ever.

RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT WISHED 
SUPPRESSED FOUND IN ST. LOUIS. 
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From “Literature.” 


PRINCE KRAPOTKINE. 
Whose Only English Book Was Bought Up by the Russian Government. 


USSIA never forgets or forgives. 
The Mercantile and Public Libraries 
of St. Louls contain G& pies of a book, 

the great value of which is due to this 
vindictive persistence of Russia, in follow- 
ing and injuring those who offend her. 

The book is “In Ruesian and French 
Prisons.’ by Prince Krapotkine 

Robert Erskine Ely. in a biographical 
eketeh of Prince Krapotkine, which ap- 
peared in the September Aviant! dwelis 
upon the rarity of this book and «ays the 
only copy he knowe of is in the Boston 
Public Library. That copy is not the oniy 
ene in existence, however, rare ae the 
book is, for there are copies in the Mercan- 
tiie and Public Libraries of St. Louts, 

The boak is a terrible arraignment of the 
Russian prison syetem by one who knows 
from persona! experience of Its atrooltios. 
The explanation given by Mr. Ely for its 
Parity is that agents of the Russian govern- 


ment bought up the only edition ever 
printed and degtroyed it. 

Mr. Ely tells the interesting story of this 
book In the following 

Up to the present time he (Prince Krapotkine) 
has written but one book in the Engilsh language, 
It ts entitied 
I’risens,”" and it appeared 
bearing the imprint of a well. 
But one edition, although 
a rather large one, was iseped, and soon afterward 
frm of publishers ceased to exist. The beok 
bad been upon the market only a short time, when 
it ranikhed euddeniy: not a single copy could be 
purchased. The authber himeelf advertised in order 
ure offering a considerable premium 
above the publishers’ price, but to Bo purpose 
This book ts in the Bostom Pubiie Library, but it 
ie rerely found. even in the beet libraries, end 
probably a soppy could sot pow be obtalped at any 
price. What te the meaning of this mysterious 
disappearance? The only plausible explanation is 
that, as the book gave a truthful account of Rus

sian prisons, it was bought up and destroyed by 
agents of the Russian Government. 

A brief summary of the life of Prince 
Krapotkine will throw light on the reason 
for the Russian Government’s implacable 
hatred of him and also of his right to crit- 
icise the Russian prison system. 

Prince Peter Krapotkine was born at 
Moscow, Dec. 9, 1842, and is still living. He 
is descended from the House of Rurick, 
and is therefore more justly entitled to the 
throne of Russia than the present Emperor, 
since he is the only survivor of a branch 
of the royal family older than that of Nic- 
olas. 

After graduating from the School of 
Pages, and when only 2, he became a lieu- 
tenant of Cossacks of the Amur, and went 
to his station in the convict region of 
Transbaikalia. There the Governor eet 
him to work at a report on the prison sy s- 
tem, which proved so revolutionary that it 
was suppressed. He then became an ex- 
plorer, and gained the widest renown, re- 
upon his return to Russia, when 
only 23, many decorations and election to 
the Royal Geographical Society. 

A visit to Switzerland developed the 
germ of socialistic theories iong in his 
mind and he bcame an Anarchist, though 
not of the violent type. Returning to Rus- 
sia, he preached his doctrine until thrown 
into a foul cell in the fortress of SS. Peter 
and Paul. After two years his health was 
so impaired by his imprisonment that he 
was removed to a hospital. From this he 
made a daring escape and went to Switzer- 
Expelied from that country at ‘the 
request of Russia, he settled in France, 
where he continued to preach his belief, 
But the long arm of Russia was hanging 
over him, and after the anarchistic dyna- 
mite outrage In Lyons in 1582, he was ar- 
The evidence cleared him of guilt 
in this matter, but he was @pnvicted out 
of deference to the wishes of Russia. He 
remained in prison three years, bul an agi- 
tation was started smiar to that in be- 
half of Dreyfus and he was pardoned. He 
went to England, where he has since been 
living. Of course the Russian Government

has confiscated his vast estates and he is 
@ poor man. 

In 1887 he wrote his first and only book 
in the English language, “In Russian and 
French Prisons.”” Russia had not forgot- 
ten or forgiven him and her powerful arm 
almost completely suppressed his book, al- 
though it was, published in free England. 
So complete was the suppression, as Mr. 
Ely says, that even the author is unable 
to obtain a copy of the book. 

It is natural, therefore, that the two St. 
Louis libraries should prize highly the vol- 
umes in their possession. 

The book was published by the now ex- 
tinct firm of Ward & Downey, London, in 
1887. It contains a complete plan of the 
famous fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
which guards the gateway to St. Peters- 
burg. The publication of this plan was 
probably one of Russia's chief reasons for 
wishing the book suppressed, as it is death 
for any Russian to reveal the most unim- 
portant detail of the construction of fort- 
resses in that country. 

Max Pemberton in a recently published 
story made the secrecy which guards Rus- 
sian fortresses the basis for a thrilling tale, 
the scene of which was laid in this very 
fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul. 

Prince Krapotkine’s truthful account of 
the atrocities committed under the Russian 
prison and exile system is, of course, the 
chief reason for the Russian Government’s 
thorough suppression of the book by pur- 
chase and destruction. 

Krapotkine goes thoroughly into the his- 
tory of the Russian penal system, showing 
that it is now as bad as it was half a cen- 
tury ago. 

Hie relates the most horrowing instances 
of cruelty, death by neglect, starvation 
and disease caused by utter disregard of 
the laws of hygiene. He describes with a 
simplicity that adds horror to the story, 
the awfulness of Siberia exile. The book 
is full of statistics taken directly from 
Government reports, which sustain the 
author's charges, and of extracta from the 
statements Of other sufferers at the hands 
of Russia. A long chapter is devoted to 
& most minute description of the fortress 
of St. Peter and St. Paul. The chapter 
was of a certainty eepecially bitter to the 
Russian authorities, who pride themselves 
upon the impenetrability of the secrecy 
maintained concerning all details of the 
country’s defenses. 

An added interest fs given to Prince 
Krapotkine’s book at this time by the 
fact that he is soon to visit this coun- 
try. To St. Loulsans the book should be 
particularly interesting, since its libraries 
possess two of the very few priceless 
copies.

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Kansas cherished a hope that it 

might be instrumental in establishn- 
ing and maintaining an Educational Insti- 
tution of a high order and one in whicils 
spiritual training would be joined to mental 
training. This has been made possible 
through the benevolence of James M. 
Davis of St. Louis, who has recently pur- 
chased the buildings and equipments for- 
merly the property of Garfield University 
at Wichita, Kan. 

The university Is the largest edifice used 
for schoo] purposes in the United States. 
At the laying of the corner stone of the 
university in 1886 there were present the 
late James G. Blaine and members of the 
Garfield family and a host of divines from 
all over the country. The university 
seemed destined to become a national uni- 
versity of note. Many States contributed 
stones with suitable inscriptions. The unl- 
versity was opened in the fall of 1888 with 
Rev. W. B. Hendryx, a former pastor of 
James A. Garfield, and H. W. Everest as 
Chancellor. 

The attendance continued to groW until 
at one time it had in all departments an 
enrollment of 732 students. Later embar- 
assments followed, funds to carry it on 
were not forthcoming, professors left and 
with them students, until finally it became 
necessary to close the doors of this great 
institution. The doors remained closed nine 
years, until the property was purchased 
and donated by James M. Davis of St. 
Louis to the Friends Church of Kansas. 

Early in the @s a brave mother, with a 
number of fatherless children, came from 
North Carolina with other Friends and 
settled in Eastern Kansas. Her oldest son, 
James, not yet in his teens, was the chief 
support of the family—teaming, cutting 
wood, threshing, or doing work that 
brought him money. He continued this life, 
remaining at home with his mother until 
the children were well grown and able 
to take his place on the farm. He was 


px many years the Friends Church in 


now ® years of age, and friends who were 
very much Interested induced him to enter 
Penn College in Pennsylvania, where he 
continued his studies for four years, pay- 
ing his way wholly through college by 
work during spare time and vacations. 
After leaving school he married. 

James M. Davis at the age of 4 years 
took up a line of business which he has 
followed for 20 years. His business has 
grown from the first until now at certain 
seasons of the year he employs from 1000 
to 1500 men, and owing to his great success 
in business he @as made it possible for 
ma young men to secure liberal educa- 
tions thropgh his business methods by em- 
ploying great numbers of students during 
their vacation time. His association with 
young men in his business led him to 
conceive the idea of founding a university 
that he might widen his scope of influence 
and usefulness. 


He learned through an old friend, James 
Allison of Wichita, thet the Garfield Uni- 
versity could be purchased, and negotla- 
tions were immediately opened and the 
property secured. His ‘second trip to 
Wichita ended in all the deeds to the great 
property being signed and recorded in the 
name of James M. Davis, and was almost 
immediately offered as a gift from him to 
the Friends Church of Kansas, of which 
he is a member. In accordance with his 
wishes, the church assumed the respon- 
sibility of opening the university and main- 
taining it under a plan of management 
agreed upon by the donor and the church. 

The University will be under the denom- 
inational management, but not a sectarian 
institution. The opportunities for obtain- 
ing a liberal education will be open to all 
alike, and while the students will at all 
times be surrounded by positive religious 
influences, the work will be in harmony 
with evangelical Christian doctrines and in 
no way prejudiced to other church organ- 
izations, 

Students will be encouraged to attend reg-

Prominént !n all instruction and training 
will be maintained the idea that the per- 
fect education produces the perfect type of 
manhood, and that all processes in educa- 
tion must help in bullding character. 

The University building ts massive. The 
structure in the center Is five etories high, 
the north and south wings are four stories 
and the building fronts toward the east ang 
{s 233 feet in length and 175 feet in depth. 
The total floor espace in the building is 7,- 
373 square feet. The basement is 12 feet 
above grade, bu.lt of stone layed in cement, 
The foundation walls of the tower is 12 
feet thick and 22 feet equare and rises a4 
height of 148 feet. The upper stories are of 
brick, heavily dressed with Werrenburg 
sandstone, the building itself cost $182,000 
and the entire properties cost $250,000 as it 
Stands to-day. 

In the building there are 65 roome, di- 
vided into recitation, lecture rooms, offices, 
library with a capacity for §#,000 volumes, 
museum of large dimensions, chapel with 
seating capacity for 3000 and a gallery that 
will seat 1500; also admirably equipped soct- 
ety rooms. 

North of the campus !s located the young 
men's domitory, which can accommodate 
from 8% etudents. The young ladies’ dormil- 
tory is located 200 feet south of the eampus 
and will accommodate from 7 students 
Both buildings are eteam heated. These 
dormitories cost to build $20,000 each. 

The Univers.ty offers a course of work 
covering a period of four years in each of 
the folowing: (1) classical course, (2) eclen- 
tific course, (3) course of modern languages 
and literature, (4) biblical course.

Twelve hundred and sixty pounds 
of green leaf will afford 300 pounds of 
standard Pinehurst black tea. 

On a dvasis of 900 plants in the “Rose 
garden,” the production per bush is five 
ounces of tea. It it were a full acre the 
yield would approximate 400 pounds, And 
if the plants had been placed at a shorter 
distance apart, as is the practice in the 
Orient end now at Pinehurst, the output 
per acre should be materially larger. The 
average yearly production per bush in Ja- 
pan does not exceed one ounce; in China 
{t is from one to two ounces; in India and 
Ceylon three to five ounces. In the last 
named countries there are estates which an- 
produce over 1000 pounds of tea to 
but they conatitute the rare ex- 
ceptions.

A glance at the foregoing table shows 
that the chief expense ts that of gathering 
the leaf. Experience has demonstrated 
that a smart lad or grown girk can pick 
from a good “flush” twenty pounds of 
green leaf in ten hours, or, say, enough 
to make five pounds of tea. This should 
be for 30 cents, or at 6 cents per 
pound. The. supervision in the fleld will 
With tmmature plants or poor 
“flushes” there is necessarily much more 
labor to be spent, and consequently more 
time in securing the same amount of leaf, 
Again, the ‘‘fineness’’ of the plucking ma- 
terially influences its cost. The picking of 
a coarser and larger jeaf or two from each 
shoot greatly increases the yield and less- 
ens the cost. But with medium leaf pick- 
ing and in southern localities where labor 
is cheap, with an outturn of at least 400 
pounds of tea to the acre, this expense 
should not exceed 8 cents per pound. 

There remains to be considered the cost 
of superintendence and the fixed charges 
for the outlay in the establishment of the 
garden and its maintenance until self-sup- 
porting. As to the former the will 
largely depend on the size of the crop; 
on a production of 100,000 pounds per an- 
num it should not exceed 2 cents per pound 
of tea. The expense of putting the land tn 
suitable condition for a tea garden should 
not exceed that for any other intensive 
crop. The cost of raising and setting out 
the te@ seedlings will vary from $23 to 
$50 per acre, according to whether raised 
from domestic or foreign seeds. In the 
establishment of a jarge tea estate the ini- 
tial expenses are necessarily heavy, but it 
should be borne In mind that once well 
done it Is practically for all time. The best 
Japanese tea is said to be gathered from 
bushes 200 years old. 

After all deductions, and they are not to 
be underrated, it must be realized that 
there is a wide margin of profit between 
the cost of one pound of ‘‘Rose garden’ 
if produced on a large scale, say @ 
and the wholesale price of an 
equally good imported tea, say Wecents. A 
profit of 10 cents per pound means a profit

First Impressions of Manila 
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HE first impression upon landing in Manila is 
that the heat must render life unendurable 
Hiouses appear shabby. Rich tropical verdure is 

the only thing that pleases the eye. Nothing is ugher 
than the Chinese coolles—and the native is in some 
respects worse. Even the white man in his huge 
Mushroom sun hat is a curiosity to the newcomer. 
It is astonishing, however, how quickly one becomtes 
accustomed to all things.

most particular. Choose one with two 
live upstairs. Some people never go downstairs in 
their houses, especially in the early morning, without 
first drinking a cup of hot tea as a preventive against 
fever. There is a dampness in the ground that per- 
vades the first stories. 

If possible choose a house within @ house—entirely 
surrounded by an outer wall built at least two oF 
three yards from the inner one, which protects the 
inner walls from the sun. allows air to circulate and 
prevents the fine gains from settling upon them. In 
good weather the ‘corridors form exterior rooms—for 
studies, play rooms and tea rooms—and are often 
beautifully furnished. ; 

Tae colonist must/pay attention to the sun and take 
care that no mee: st penetrate the living rooms. 
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Many people have been sunstruck by the light fall- 
ing on them while reading or writing in their homes. 

The first thing to think about is a well-equipped 
bathroom. Bathing frequently is necessary to health, 
but the lack of bathrooms in the French, Dutch and 
Spanish colonies is remarkable. Even the English at 
Singapore and Ceylon are little better off. 


AN children be taken to the tropics? 

From personal experience, yes; they will thrive 

perhaps better than at home during the first five 

or six years. Common sense is necessary to keep 

them in good health—common sense’and constant sur- 

veillance. Native nurses never replace a white nurse, 

but the latter are neither practical nor possible in the 
Orient. 

All natives are good servants if trained and looked 
ifter. It takes more of them to run a house. They 
are not expensive and attach themselves to their 
masters very much as do the Southern negroes, ready 
to lay down their lives if necessary to save their 
master or his property. 

The table in Manila is almost as luxuriously set as 
at home. Every one pays great attention to food, 
and cooking is we)! done. Preserved butter is im- 
ported in barrels from Hongkong. and in bottles from 
London. The former comes originally from San Fran- 
cisco. Even in Tongking I used American butter 
beaten by the natives in vichy water. This treatment 
renders preserved butter fresh. While many people 
bemoaned the lack of butter and covered everything 
with oll I fell back upon the home product. 

Milk is difficult to obtain, but good condensed milk 
is almost as good, and is the usual diet of babies and 
young children. 


No Wines, No Alcoholic Drinks. 


NE of the rules as to diet is to abstain from alco- 
holic drinks. Absinthe has killed more Euro- 
peans than the climate. Even coffee is a bad 


drink. Tea and filtered water or lemonade are the»

Pork is the diet of the natives in all those countries, 
though the pork of the tropics is lean and always 
eaten young. Chickens and ‘fish are excellent, and, of 
course, vegetables, but they are less necessary than 
many tmagine. Native fruits furnish a sufficient va- 
riety. Dark meat, even beef, as a continual diet is 


not healthy. It is too heavy to digest.

S to clothing, there is nothing like white. Wash- 


ing costs little in Manila. 

Taffeta and such silks should be left at home 
with the heavy clothing. Take, rather, satin and mus- 
tin. In the tropics native silks are cheap and stand 
the moisture. 

American women will not adopt the French or 
Duteh fashion, which seems almost immodest to the 
Anglo-Saxon. French women go about the streets in 
thin Mother Hubbards; some allow their hair to hang 
down their backs like schoolgirisa.

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“TANLEY SPENCER, the only aeronaut who ecrr 
S reached the height of 29,002 feet above the earth, 
has written for the Sunday World the followin 
exelusive aecount of his adventurous trip in the upper a F. 
It is the only narrative which Mr. Spencer has pre cred 
wr will prepare for the American press. 


R. BERSON, of Berlin, came to England with a 
record of scientific balloon ascents. He made 4as- 
cents in Germany with the balloon Humboldt, built 
funds wnich the German Emperor 
subscribed. He subsequently made trips in 
Dr. Berson desired to make a lofty 

London, and it was determined to en- 
reach a great altitude, and thus make the 
ascent interesting as well as scientifically useful 

The largest available was Messrs. Spencer 
& Sons’ Excelsior, which has a capacity <6f 56,000 
cubic feet, and is made of thirty-eight gores, or sec- 
tions, of special balloon fabric, alternately colored 
red and yellow. It ig machine-sewed and is varnished 
inside and out. 

These leading-lines were attached to the hoop of 
bent ash, four feet in diameter, by means of toggles. 
The car of wickerwork, a rather small one being 
used on this occasion, was suspended from the hoop. 

It was decided to inflate this balloon with hydrogen 
gas, which has a levity of seventy pounds per 1,000 
cubic feet, as compared with coal gas at thirty-five 
to forty pounds per thousand 

When the balloon was ready for its ascent with 
32,000 feet of gas the scientific instruments were ar- 
ranged. They were fitted in admirable for a 
balloon voyage, being neatly and compactly held in 
leather protective cases The large aneroids and 
mercury barometers attached the car lines 
in their The were held at a 
distance from the car and observed through. lenses 

A clockwork system worked a rotary fan under 
these instruments, and thus kept a constant flow of 
atmosphere on the bulbs. The self-registering ba- 
rometer, in which an ink-container traced the rise 
and fall on its paper, formed a chart of our upward 
and downward course.

The sky is of an intensely 
dark blue overhead, and we are suspended in the at- 
mosphere in regions where life would be | ad 
but for the oxygen inhalation. 

I removed the oxygen tube from my mouth as a8 
experiment and immediately a feeling of drdwsines® 
crept over me.

Our greatest height was 27,500 feet, at which point 
the thermometer registorerd 29 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit—a degree of ‘temperature unendurable but 
for the calm in which a balloon always reposes. The 
balloon had attained its equilibrium, and, after float- 
ing some minutes, began to descend owing to the loss 
of gas by expansion and the fact that I discharged 
no more ballast. The four bags which remained 
would be required to check our descent. 

Dr. Berson now pointed out to me that we had en- 
tered a current of air moving from the west and were 
moving toward the sea. 

Sea reach was before us, and at this height ap- 
peared but a stone’s throw away. Should we be able 
reach terra-firma or drift over the ocean before 
The Doctor shared my concern and 
suggested that the valve be opened. I proceeded to 
open it, and was startled by the whistling sound 
which the hydrogen made as it escaped through the 
aperture into the rarefied atmosphere—a sound which 
I had never Meard before when opening the valve in 
lower regions.

We still appeared to be floating. without any such 
sensation as one would have descending in a lift 
The upward rush of the air we shot through it 
caused the balloon to moan and make rustling noises 
where the lower part had again become empty, as a! 
the beginning of the ascent. 
the gas was shrinking to its former proportions, 
and on looking down I noticed that the 500-fvot trall- 
rope no longer hung’ plumb but assumed a fantastic, 
screw-like form as the balloon endeavored to catch 
it up. The car began to oscillate, and the question 
now became whether or not we should be dashed to 
pieces on the ground. I considered it wise to release 
our remaining ballast. The four bags were discharged 
and the fine sand formed an immense cloud and ap- 
parently soared away aloft, so rapidly were we de 
scending. 

We were covered with dust as our ballast fel! 
upward! The empty bags were caught by the rush of 
air and showed signs of flying up toward me. This 
discharge of more than two hundred pounds, how- 
ever, eased the descent, and I was pleased to notice 
the almost perpendicular line of the registering
